Men with handker- 
chiefs tied around their faces pushed about 
in a frenzy, calling aloud for Clementi, and 
cursing the two crying wretches that stood, 
with capes around their necks, in their midst.

Prorta, III., Aug. 10.—The Congressional 
situation on the Republican side in the Tenth 

District has been slow in developmg. ‘The 

Hon. John H. Lewis, of Knoxville, Knox 

County, the present member, remained in 

Washmeton during the session and allowed 

lis “fences”? to take care of themselves. 

This is his first term, and the unwritten law, 

here as well as elsewhere, awards a member 

a second. Very probably Mr. Lewis had 

the faith to believe that the courtesy 

of a renomination would be extended to him 
as a matter of course, and therefore con- 
cluded not to bother himselt about it. How- 
ever that may be, he stuck to his post during 
the late session, attended to business, and 
will find on his return, which is now dally 
expected, that some of the rails have been 
taken down, and that certain repairs are 


necessary. 

The Legislature meddled no further with 
this district than to change its number from 
nine to ten. It consists, as formerly, of Knox, 
Stark, Peoria, and Fulton. Knox and Stark 
are reliably Republican—the first. according 
to the last Presidential vote. by about 2.500 
majority and the second by about 700—and 
Peoria and Fulton Democratic by about 600 
majority each. The district is there 
fore Republican by over 2.000 ma- 
jority. Peoria is one of those uncer- 
tain communities, however, politically 
speaking, which occasionally upset all the 
records. Thus, while it gave Hancock only 
600 majority, it rolled up oneof nearly 2,000 
two years ago for Jack Lee, of Peoria, Mr. 
Lewis’ very popular opponent. Fulton, on 
the other hand, is evenly, steadily, and relia- 
bly Democratic, and gave Mr. Lee its usual 
600 majority. Nobody makes a home run“ 
in Peoria but a Peorian. Stark and Knox 
make the district Republiean, and are relied 
upon to carry it every time. They know 
what is expected of amy ene never fail to 
meet the demand. 1@ Legislature under- 
stood all this perfectly, and for this reason 
left the district unchanged and simply gave 
it a new number. 

MR. LEWIS 
was acompromise candidate in the Repub- 
lican Convention two years ago, and was 
nominated after one of the sharpest, not to 
say most bitter, contests on record. He is a 
plain, blunt sort of man, with a good busi- 
ness turn of mind, but lacking in what passes 
for political sagacity andin those qualities 
which awaken enthusiasm and mark a lead- 
er. No one disputes his honesty and sub- 
stantial worth, but there is a feeling, by no 
means confined to a few, a district 
which includes the second city in 
the State and one of best 
constituencies denen that ever sent a 
Congressman to Washington, should be 
represented by a man of broader calibre, 
greater intellectual force, and conmanding 
ability and influence. This somewhat un- 
friendly criticism is the real basis of the ob- 
jection on the part of the element alluded to, 
to Mr. Lewis’ renomination. Singularly 
enough, the great post-office question has 
nothing to do with it, Endo coneedes 
that Mr. Lewis’ management Of whatever 
patronage has come in his way has been pe- 
culiarly fortunate.

ATTEMPTED ASSASINATION 


An Ex-Convict Shoots a Man Who Had 
Caused Him to Be Seut to Prison. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

DENVER, Colo., Aug. 11.—At 10:30 o’clock 
last nignt Myron A. Root, a stationer, was 
shot by an assasin who attacked him on the 
corner of Twelfth and Stout streets, placing 
the pistol within six inches of his breast. The 
sudden appearance of the assasin caused Mr. 
Root to turn his side toward him. The first 
shot took effect in the fleshy part of the left 
arm just below the elbow. The second was 
fired immediately afterward and struck Root 
in the signs breast. Fortunately he had a 
notebook in his breast pocket and the ball 
striking it caused only a slight abrasion of 
the skin. The suddenness of the attack and 
the consequent scare kuocked Root down 
and the assasin fled down Twelfth street and 
escaped. In 1876 Root and a detective named 
Fero caused the arrest and conviction of a 
gang of robbers in Ripon, Wis., who had 
committed many crimes, and among them 
were John Butell and James Devanny, sons 
of respectable butchers, After serving four 
years each they returned, when Devanny 
shot Fero and escaped. Butell was nut 
heard of again until last week, when he was 
arrested here for counterfeiting. Devann 
was also in the city, and all the police struck 
his trail, but before they could secure him 
he tried to carry out his oath of vengeance 
by assasinating Root.

CHAUTAUQUA. 


The Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott on the 
Questions of the Day. 

CHAUTAUQUA, N. ., Aug. 11.—The Rev. 
Lyman Abbott, D. D., considered. the ques- 
tions of the day, contrasting the past of this 
country with its uncounted wealth at pres- 
ent in industries and agricuiture. He said: 
“This increase involved increased danger 
from political corrupuon. Wealth was in- 
creasing, and the expenditure of the Gov- 
ernment had increased also; and where the 
carcass was there the vultures would gather 
together. The United States officers now 
numbered nearly 100,000, and the salaries 
paid were estimated roughly at not less 
than $25,000,000 a year. Under the Federal 
system these offices and the salaries attached 
were put up at every Presidential election to 
be fought for, a gigantic piece of bribery 
which imparted to every election intense 
personal bitterness. The only remedy was 
the establishment of the principle that no 
man should be put into office except for t- 
ness, and no one should be put out except for 
unfitness. The people must inaugurate this 
movement by scratching their ballots when- 
ever a dishonest candidate is nominated.’’ 
The speaker answered the question, What 
shall we do with immigrants?” by saying, 
“They should be welcomed, made. citi- 
zens, and provided with broad, un- 
sectarian schools.“ Dr. Abbott sald the 
rallroad corporations alone owned property 
to the value of 84, 500, 000, 000 and earned some 
8200, 000,000 every year. This enormous 
money power was practically wielded by a 
few men, who bought Legislatures, owned 
the courts of justice, and controlled the 
prices of the necessaries of life, such as 
breadstuffs, coal, and oil. ‘Ihe speaker 
argued that the time had come when Amer- 
icans must decide whether the people should 
control the railroads or the railroads the

of labor to capital. According to 

litical economy labor was a commodity to 
1 or bought in the cheapest market. 
This the speaker denied, It made capitalists 
inclined to bear and workmen,to “ bull” 
the labor market and keep up a perpetual 
strife.

The Crops iu the Province of Ontario. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribun. 

Toronto, Aug. 11..—A summary of the re- 
port to the Bureau of Industries for this 
Province for August has just begn issued. 
The fall wheat crop has been remarkably 
heavy, but it has not escaped the dangers in- 
cident to a late season of ripening, 
and is not generally as good as 
was looked for. The loamy lands in the 
southwestern counties have suffered most in 
this respect. In the Georgian Bay counties 
a large acreage has been saved in good or- 
der, and the sample is prime. In the Lake 
Ontario, St. Lawrence, and Ottawa counties 
the crop was badly winter-killed, and what 
remains will yield less than an average. In 
the east midland counties a good crop will 
be harvested, but not equal to last year’s. In 
the Lake Erie eounties, where some grain 
has been thrashed, it is found to 
yleld from twenty to thirty bushels 
per acre, and in all the counties 
west of Toronto the yield is estimated at not 
less than twenty bushels. Spring wheat in 
the eastern half of the Province gives prom- 
ise of an abundant harvest. Bariey is every- 
wiiere a heavy crop, and a large acreage has 
been grown. The grainis uniformly plump 
and of good color. Oats are reported good 
all over except in the Georgian Bay coun- 
ties. The estimated yield is thirty-five to 
sixty bushels per acre. Peas are a good crop 
in all the nerthern counties, but elsewhere 
they have n injured bythe bug. The 
corn crop is everywhere pronounced 
a failure. Potatoes were injured by 
too much rain early in the season, and later 
on by the drouth. Turnips, mangoles, and 
carrots have only partially come up, and a 
good crop is rare. The fruit crop is poor in 
all the best fruit-growing districts. Apples 
are good only in the Lake Ontario and ave 
St. Lawrence counties, and there they wil 
not be more than half a 2 Peaches and 
plums are almost a total failure. Pears and 
ra are fairly good, and small fruit alone 
s abundant. astures were good through- 
out June and the first half of July, but re- 
cently they have become parched and bare, 
an aes any in Lake Ontario County. Farm 
laborers have been scarce. 


The Customs Laws.

MonTREAL, Aug. 11.—The grain men are 
asking whether the Government is doing any- 
thing in the wheat-shdttage question.

Another in- 
stance of the Government’s inefficiency in 
making laws has been shown in the duck 
and canvas seizures of recent date. The 
tariff calls for a merely nominal duty on the 
sailmaking stuffs, and dealers in the 
wholesale line, when asked to 
Sell were put in a peculiar 
position by the purchasers. The latter 
would tell them they wanted the canvas for 
sailmaking, but would use it for tents, tar- 
paulins, a variety of trunk making, and 
canvas bags. How the wholesale dealers 
were to be made accountable for the honesty 
of their customers was not provided for by 
the tariff law. ‘The burden of the proof is 
on you,” is the answer of the customs of- 
ficials, e customs officials may use 
espionage upon the traders and pounce upon 
them at any time with the demand to prove 
that they are honest. As an additional proof 
that the laws are for the rich, the large 
wholesale dealer was allowed by the cus- 
toms officials here to retain his goods upon 
furnishing a check for the amount. The 
poor sailmaker, however, had his goods re- 
moved to the customs warehouse because he 
could give ng check.

The Experiences of the 0O’Filaherty 
Brothers in English Prisons.

Lonvon, Ont., Aug. 11.—The O’Flaherty 

brothers, of this city, who were arrested in 
Ireland en suspicion of being the murderers 
of Lord Cavendish and Mr. Burke, who were 
subsequently liberated, have arrived here. 
They state it was a drunken Sergeant who 
caused their arrest, and that, notwithstand- 
ing their explanations and the production of 
several recommendations from the Mayor 
and prominent citizens, they were hustled off 
to Tralee Jail and placed in stinking cells, 
where the food was anything but palatable. 
Matthias, although suffering from a pul- 
monary complaint, was forced to drive sev- 
erai miles during a rainy night, and suffered 
other indignities.

The Manufacturers Have Put Up the 
Price Simply Because They Have the 
Power. 

Special Disvatch to The Chicago Tribune’ 

ParLApELpuia, Pa., Aug. 11.—The match 
manufacturers haye put up the price simply 
because they have power, and for no oth- 
er reason. Notices of the advance had been 
already printed, awaiting the action of Con- 
gress, so sure did the Diamond Match Com- 
pany, to whom the rise is attributed, feel 
that no action would be taken in regard to 
the stamps. The first effort at a combination 
of match manufacturers was made by the 
Swift, Courtney & Brewster Company about 
fifteen years ago. Then followed the tak- 
ing in of Daily, of this city, about 
twelve years ago, and then a 
widespread agreement of manufacturers 
was entered into, and finally resulted in a 
great stock company, comprising about 
twenty manufactories, and said to represent 
a capital of $5,000,000, The stamp tax was 
first levied on matches about ten years ago. 
The Government began Dy selling the stamps 
at one cent apiece, and, in consideration of 
the manufacturers engraving their own 
plates, a discount of 10 per cent was allowed. 
This discount was subsequently reduced to 
9 per cent, and for several years the combi- 
nation has been in litigation with 
the Government to recover the 
additional 1 per cent, The im- 
mediate effect of the stamp tax was to drive 
all other manufacturers gut of the trade, 
and, had Congress taken off the tax, many of 
the small men would have. sprung up again 
to the damage of the monopoly. Match 
manufacturers in this city won’t say a word 
in explanauon of the sudden rise in the 
price of this commodity. Mr. Daily, the 
manufacturer referred to above, said: 

“IT have nothing to say. You don’t ex- 
pect me to talk about my own private busi- 
ness?“ 

But.“ said the reporter, “ it is suggested

‘*I know what you refer to,” interrupted 
Mr. Daily.

** Well, that’s not the way I do business,” 
said Mr. Daily. The price of matches is 
up, and that settles it. I cannot give you any 
explanation.“ 

Mr. Switt, the manager of the company, 
was more civil. He said that it was a prac- 
tice of the match manufacturers to issue 
price-lists several times a year, and that usu- 
ally the fall list showed a considerable ad- 
vance on the others of the year. The rule 
that applied was the same as in other 
departments of trade—the law of 
supply and demand, the price of materials, 
cost of production, ete. In these respects 
he intimated there was a greater fluctuation 
than was suspected by the public. The fall 
trade was usually larger than that of any 
other season. The jobbers in the South reg- 
ulated their purchases by the cotton crops. 
Manufacturers were compelled to begin 
early in the year to store away a supply of 
goods in expectation of the Southern de- 
mand, and naturally the cost of storage 
had to be drawn from some source. 
In times of active competition the 
manufacturers might assume this 
increase end cost themselves, but 
now there was no need of 
their doing so. He did not think that the 
new prices to jobbers could possibly add to 
the cost of matches to the consumers. It 
was an increase of less than half a cent a 
box to the jobbers, and as they sold on a 
small margin to the retail dealers, who had 
always made a handsome profit, the price for 
consumers would probably not be raised. 


LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


A Good Chance for Jay Gould to Let Go 
Some of His Money. 
Special Dispatch to The Ohicago Tribune 

SPRINGFIELD, LIL, Aug. 11.—As a result of 
the strike of the boilermakers in the Wabash 
shops. here yesterday a general meeting of 
allthe men employed in the shops, nearly 
500 in number, was held at noon today, at 
which it was agreed that they would all im- 
mediately join in the strike. Division-Su- 
perintendent Clark and Master-Mechanic 
Johana were absent from the city, but Mr. 
Charles Ridgeley, of this city, a Director in 
the Wabash Railway, secured another meet- 
ing of the men this afternoon, as a result of 
which all except the boilermakers agreed to 
resume work tomorrow. The men 
demanded the immediate payment of 
the June wages, the payment of their July 
Wages this month, and that hereafter wages 
should be paid promptly, on some date to ve 
agreed upon, between the 15th and 20th of 
the month succeeding that in which the 
services are rendered. Mr. Ridgeley offered 
to pay their June wages today himself, but 
this was found to be impracticable, as thé 
pay-rolls were not here. During the meet- 
ing he received a telegram saying that the 
pay-car would be here Tuesday, and the 
men agreed to resume work tomorrow. The 
boilermakers will not go back till they re- 
ceive their June wages. It is rumored to- 
night that the brakemen on this division will 
strike tomorrow, but the foundation for this 
report, if there is any, could not be learned. 


Another Skirmish at the Camp Hill Coal 
Mines Between the Strikers and Non- 
Union Men. 

Pirrspure, Pa., Aug. 11.—Another skir- 
mish occurred this morning at the Camp 
Hill mines. A gang of some fifty strikers, 
accompanied by an equal number of out- 
siders, came upon the grounds, and 
by their violent demonstrations pre 
vented several of the  non-unionists 


from getting to the pits at the 
regular hour for commencing work. Their 


ringleader was supposed to be a man named 
Davies, for whom the Sheriffs deputies are 
4 the outlook. The operators have 
found it necessary to keep a number of 


soflicers stationed around the pit mouths to 


prevent the disorderly element from forcing 
an entrance to the mines. The Super- 
intendents of the Oak Ridge and National 
Companies have been at Richmond, Va., for 
several days past engaging colored miners to 
work in their pits. They returned yesterday 
with fifty diggers, and put them to work at 
once. Nine union men also broke away 
from their organization and resumed opera- 
tions at the same time. Sofar no trouble 
has been reported at the mines, and the two 
Superintendents who are here report all 
quiet today. 


Union Iron-Workers Not Wanted. 

Sr. Louis. Mo., Aug. 11.—Notice has been 
given by the Helmbacker Forge and Rolling- 
Mill Company, of this city, that hereafter 
none but non-union workmen will be em- 
ployed there. This throws about 100 union 
men out of work, and is the result of a d's 
agreement about the making of muck iron, 
the union men insisting that it should be 
made at the mill, while the company assert 
that they will obtain it where they please.

STEPHEN J. MEANY. 
HIS ARREST IN IRELAND CREATES 
PRISE.

New York, Aug. 1l.—The arrest of Mr. 
Stephen J. Meany, the special correspondent 
of the New York Star, in Ireland today, 
created great surprise in this city. The 
editors of the above paper state that they 
have received private cable dispatches 
which confirm the news of the arrest of 
Mr. Meany. Mr. Meany was what might be 
called a political ticket-of-leave man, the 
Government of Great Britain having en- 
gaged not to disturb orinterfere with him 
as long as he remained out of the country. 
He had deen imprisoned for eight 
years or more as a political 
offender. Some years ago he was 
granted permission to leave the country. On 
a former occasion, when Mr. Meany acted as 
correspondent in Ireland, his letters were de- 
tained for two and three weeks, and 
opened and read by the Government 
authorities, and afterwards reseuled 
with the official stamp of the Post- 
Office Department. When he started * 
his present mission he promised faithfully 
to commit no overt act, and to all appear- 
ances kept his word. His duties required 
his p nee in London, Cork, and Dublin, 
8 his arrest in Ennis showed that 
he had only gone to that place for the pur- 
pose of 
VISITING RELATIVES AND FRIENDS 
there located. Mr. Meany’s wife has lived 
in London for some time, and it was sup- 
posed he was in that city when the news 
came of his arrest. r. Sandison, of 
Star, said he had cabled to Min- 
ister Lowell as Mr. Meany was 
an American citizen and engaged on 
a legitimate mission, his release should be at 
once demanded. To this cable dispatch no 
reply had been received. He had also tele- 
graphed to Secretary Frelinghuysen asking 
that he also send to England a demand for 
the release of Mr. Meany, but thus 
far no answer had been received. A 
number of Lrish-American citizens wno were 
well acquainted with Mr. Meany, and who 
saw him only a short time before he left New 
York, said they knew that he would be more 
than — cautious in order to avoid the 
troubles which he was compelled to encounter 
on his former trips. Under his ticket-of-leave 
he could be arrested, although outside of 
litical offenses he had committed no crime: 
ut the operation of the Repression act was 
such that any suspect could be deprived 
of his liberty upon the slightest pretense. 
There was very little doubt that Mr. Meany 
would soon be released,as there was nothiug, 
so farasis known here, to cause today’s 
arrest.

CHANGES OF VENUE IN CRIMINAL 


CASES. 

The law relating to change of venue in 
Iilinols is regarded by the “successful 
eriminal lawyers” as a sacred object. They 
will not have it touched if they can help 
themselves. But it is an old backwvods 
law. It gives the Judge no discretion to re- 
fusea change of venue in criminal cases. 
Long ago our Supreme Court decided that 
“when by petition, verified by affidavit, the 
accused brings himself within the requisi- 
tions of the statute, the obligation of the 
Judge or court to allow it is imperative, and 
admits of the exerelse of no discretion on 
account of any supposed luconvenience that 
may result m the privilege.” In the 
Perteet and erty cases it was held that 
in capital cases there can be no disproof 
of the petition, and the court has no dis- 
cretion to refuse the application. In such 
eases the prisoner is not bound to state 
the grounds of his belief or knowledge of 
prejudice.’’ 

Illinois and Arkansas are about the only 
States of the Union in which this ridiculous 
practice obtains. In all the New England 
States, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Michigan, 
Louisiana, Oregon, South Carolina, and Ken- 
tucky change of venue is granted or refused 
in the discretion of the court. In many of 
these States it is not a statutory right, but 
the common law practice is followed. In 
New York application for a change of venue 
must be made to the Supreme Court. In 
Ohio it rests in the discretion of the Court of 
Common Pleas. The Recorder’s Court of 
Chicago formerly had the discretion to grant 
or refuse a change of venue. We have 
never heard that that discretion was abused 
by the Recorder, or that an improper use 
is now made of it by any of the Judges in the 
older States, where the law is better settled 
and the practice more consistent than in IIII- 
nois. In England change of venue is seldom 
granted. It 1s strictly limited to cases in 
whieh without it there cannot be a fair trial. 
“The authority,“ says Bishop, is exercised 
with great caution, and only in extreme 
cases.” 

Criminals would not suffer if the law pro- 
viding for change of venue should be abol- 
ished. NowWJudge in the State would abuse 
the common-law discretion, or insist upon 
trying a prisoner tf he was conscious of prej- 


| udice. Again: the inferior tribunal cannot, 


if it would, deprive a criminal of a fair trial 
or prejudice his cause. All the proceedings 
ure subject to a review before a higher court; 
and it is impossible that any Circuit Judge 
should exhibit prejudi¢e without putting 
fatal error in the record. We believe the law 
should be amended so that Circuit Judges 
would have power to grant or refuse changes 
of venue. But if the “successful criminal 
lawyers are not willing to concede as much 
as this they may be willing to have the Ap- 
pellate or the Supreme Court pass upon such 
applications, 

Ninety-nine out of every 100 applications 
for changes of venue are fraudulent and are 
made solely for purposes of delay. The af- 
fidavits are usually signed by perjured wit- 
nesses, and each of them) is an Insult to the 
Judge on the bench. Under the new law a 
change of venue may be taken from but two 
Judges. There are but two Judges sitting in 
the’ Criminal Court of Cook County. The 
practice is, therefore, to swear to the preju- 
dice of these two Judges, and so obtaina 
respit for three months, until their success- 
ors come on the bench, These aflidavits, 
made by persons unknown to the Judges, 
are an abuse of the forms of law for the 
benefit of “ successful criminal lawyers ” and 
their clients. No man who has any respect 
for the courts of the State or the administra- 
tion of justice therein cah approve of this de- 
grading practice. :

TRICKS OF DRUGGISTS. 

The exposure of the tricks of druggists 
made by the Philadelphia Press and printed 
in the last issue of Tue'Cuicaco TRIBUNE 
is calculated to spread consternation in every 
community unless druggists can convince 
people that they are honest and above serv- 
ing up bread-crumbs in pills and diluting 
fluid compounds with cheaper liquids than 
those called*forin the pliysician’s prescrip- 
tions. It would appear as it the entire por- 
tion of the business community engaged in 
supplying man's internal economy were in u 
eonspiracy to upset it in every possible man- 
ner for the sake of increasing its profits a 
few cents upon a given article. The grocer 
fills you up with sanded sugar, chemical teas 
and spices, and doctored coffee; the baker 
adulterates his bread, the confectioner his 
candy, the butcher his sausages, the liquor- 
dealer his wines and spirits; the fruit- 
vender cheats in his fruit, the tobac- 
conist in his cigars; the huckster 
palms off decayed vegetables for fresh; and 
there is no article of diet so cheap that some- 
thing cheaper is not found to mix with it. It 
has been supposed that eggs and potatoes 
were innocuous and that there is no way of 
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luted with cheaper articles, Assuming that 
the doctor knows what is the matter—a pretty 
generous assumption in some cases; and that 
he knows what will cure—a still more gen- 
erous assumption, the patient still has the 
third danger to run—namely: that he is not 
taking what the doctor has ordered. Some- 
times a patient might get well under 
such practice of the druggists, but it is nota 
safe rule to lay down. If, however, thedrug- 
gist must aduiterate, let us pope it will Al- 
ways be after the fashion narrated by the 
doctor in the article referred to: “ The phy- 
sician wrote ‘Citrate caffein, twenty grains; 
bromide lithium, twelve grains.’ The in- 
scrutabdle wisdom of the druggist substituted 
one grain for the twenty, two grains for the 
twelve, and made up for all deficiencies with 
twenty-nine grains ot breadcrumbs.” 
patients could only have the assurance that 
the druggists would put nothing worse than 
water and breadcrumbs Into their medicines 
they would feel like putting forth an extra 
effort to remain in this vale of tears, where 
the happiest form of existence is thatof the 
South Sea Islander, not yet discovered by 
missionaries or converted to Christianity 
and civilization, who is not obliged to follow 
fashion, and can lie under the trees in a state 
of nature and have his food drop in his 
mouth, and know nothing of doctors and 
druggists or the adulterations practived by 
soulless tradesmen. With no faith in the 
latter, with little faith in doctors, let us have 
confidence in druggists at least that they send 
us nothing worse than breadcrumbs. When 
they prove faithless the last hope is gone, 
and there is not much use in trying to keep 
up the battle of life. 


DOES PROHIBITION PROHIBIT? 

Some weeks ago we published a letter from 
the venerable Thurlow Weed in which he as- 
sumed that prohibitory laws had not pro- 
moted the temperance cause, and suggest- 
ing wine as a substitute for more alcoholic 
beverages. On the ist of August we pub 
lished a letter from the veteran prohibition 
advocate, Mr. Neal Dow, in which he con- 
troverted all Mr. Weed’s statements, and at- 
tributed to that gentleman a total ignorance 
of the subject. in an editorial on the sub- 
ject, taking the whole tone and drift 
of Mr. Dow’s letter and his flat contra- 
dictions of Mr. Weed’s statements that the 
law had failed in Maine, we said that he had 
reasserted that the law was successfully en- 
forced in that State. It seems that we did 
him aun injustice, and that while. no liquor 
is manufactured in Maine its sale in the 
principal cities of that State does exist. We 
print his letter correcting this mistake. We 
had no purpose to misrepresent Mr. Dow; 
we thought we were only giving publicity 
to his assurance that the law had not proved 
a failure. We were misled in our interpre- 
tations of his letter in reply to Mr. Weed by 
the following with other statements by him 
in that letter: * 

Mr. Weed declares that Prohibitory laws 
have sigpally failed to promote tHe cause of 
temperance.” So far is that from being true 
that Mr. Weed cannot mention even one locality 
where the results of that policy will justify bis 
statement, while I could easily fill a columa of 
Tax Taipuse with tho cases which prove the 
exact cuptrary to be true. It seems to me to be 
quite inexcusabie in Mr. Weed that in writing 
upon a question of such vast importance to the 
country, and of such deep interest to a large 
part of our people, he sbould so entirely mis- 
state the facts, in ebeer ignorance of what they 
really are. 

Mr. Weed continues: Legisiation [probi- 
biuon} having proved abortive in Maine, Kan- 
gas aud lowa resort to an amendment of their 
Constitutions probibiting not ouly the sale, but 
the distiliadion, of intoxicating liquors.’’ He 
says probibition bas proved to be abortive 
in Muine. It is aifficult to employ respectful 
terms in deciaring this statement to be witbout 
a shadow ot truth. It 16 not a right thing for 
Mr. Weed to do to take issue with the entire 
people of a State in a matter of publio policy of 
which be knows nothug. From the day of the 
enactment of the Maing law to this day there 
bas never traspired one incident even to givea 
color of truth to Mr. Weed's statement. 

Mr. Dow’s statement in the letter which 
we print this morning is, that there “ are se- 
cret grog-shops selling intoxicants on a small 
scale in many of our large towns and cities.” 
By reference to the report of the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue for 1881 (the lat- 
est published) we find certain tables which 
go strongly to confirm Mr. Dow’s suggestion 
as to the sales of liquor in that State. Maine 
had a population in June, 1880, of 648,986, and 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue’s re- 
port shows in the States of Maine and 
West Virginia, two States, one under a pro- 
hibitory law and the other not, and having 
about the same average population, the fol- 
lowing facts as to the licensed sale of spirits 


and malt liquors:

Judging by the results, the sale of liquors 
in Maine is about as secret as it isin West 
Virginia, and no more. 

In the same report it is stated that there 
were in the hands of the wholesale dealers 
in Maine 5,849 proof gallons of the various 
kinds of spirits in October, 1881, and these 
wholesale dealers evidently were provided 
for meeting the wants of varied tastes, be- 
cause their stock iucluded bourbon whisky, 
rye whisky, alcohol, New England rum, 
gin, Jamaica rum, and Holland gin, besides 
a miscellaneous stock of other intoxicants. 
Inis was in addition tothe stock of malt 
liquors held by the ten wholesale dealers in 
that States. These 916 wholesalers and re- 
tallers who are registered and licensed deal- 
ers, and therefore can hardly be con- 
sidered as doing business secretly, 
must have some customers, to say 
nothing of the dealers who do keep secret 
holes for the worst and most demoralizing of 
all liquor traffic, the sale of liquor to half- 
grown men who wish to induige in the vice 
because it is forbidden fruit, and the majority 
of whom would never enter a saloon if it was 
a public one. It is altogether probable that 
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try, and have there blessed other people and 
other communities, It is well known that no 
man born and educated in Maine is ever 
known, wherever he may be, to manufacture, 
or sell to others, or use himself any intoxi- 
cants declared illegal by the Jaws of his na- 
tive State. 

The courage and perseverance of the peo- 
ple of Maine in keeping this law on their 
statute book is all the more worthy of ad- 
miration because of the consciouskess that 
with the enforcement of this law the growth 
and prosperity which have been general 
throughout the Union came to a stop in the 
State ot Maine. No immigrant has turned 
his feet towards Maine, and her sons have 
left her borders for other States. The popu- 
lation of Maine during the periods preceding 
and following the history of prohibition in 
that State is as follows. We give the census 
for the several decades:

During the twenty years from 1820 to 1840 
the population of Maine had increased 
203,000; from 1840 to 1850 it increased 82,000; 
and during the twenty years that it has car- 
ried the matured and perfected prohibitory 
law—from 1860 to 1880—the population of the 
State has increased 20,657!. Since that time 
Maine has been regarded as a State for n- 
migrants to avoid and for natives o move 
away from. How far this arrest and suspen- 
sion of growth and prosperity as compared 
with the rest of the country may be due to 
the maintenance of the prohibitory law, 
which had beef repealed in every other 
State which had adop it, we cannot say. 
Certain it is that — is the only State 
until within the present year that has main- 
tained such a law with any serious effort to 
enforce it, and Maine is the only State whose 
increase seems to have been so seriously ar- 
rested. 

The facts stated by Mr. Dow in his letters, 
and the experience of Maine in the matter of 
the genera! effects of the law, are perhaps 
worthy of careful consideration at this time, 
when the cause of temperance is so uni- 
vorsally discussed, and may lead some per- 
sons to consider whether if Maine with her 
population of 648,000 persons had a license 
law regula@ng the liquor traffic, and imposed 
an annual tax of $500 on each dealer, it would 
now have more than 916 licensed liquor-deal- 
ers engaged in the business; and generally 
whether, in the light of the history of Maine, 
Massachusetts, and various other States, it 
can truthfully be said that prohibition can 
ever prohibit. 


WOMAN’S WORK. 

There has been a great advance in the past 
few years in the facilities offered to women 
for earning their own living, and a very con- 
siderable abatement in the prejudices exclud- 
ing then from employments which were 
previously regarded as unsuitabie for them. 
They have secured broader opportunities for 
higher education, including the professions, 
and have demonstrated adaptability and en- 
durance in certain lines of business which 
men were disposed to deny them. At the 
same time the relations of Women to routine 
work are still very much confused; their 
rights and privileges on the one hand,and their 
duties and responsibilities on the other, are 
not yet well defined: and there is scarcely a 
day when some dispute does not arise in re- 
gard to them which is of sufficient Impor- 
tance to attract public attention. The mis- 
understanding seems to be due if about equal 
part to the old-time prejudice among the wen 
against the employment of women, and to 
the tendency of women to Insist upon certain 
advantages or concessions on account of 
their sex. 

The women applicants for employment un- 
der the increase of clerical force recently au- 
thorized in the Interior Department have 
been disappointed and have organized what 
they are pleased to term The Woman's Na- 
tional Labor Organization,” with the purpose 
mainly of protesting against what they re- 
gard as discrimination, and of appealing to 
the men throughout the country for sym- 
pathy and resentment. This action seems to 
be entirely unreasonable. In the first place, 
it is stated that the duties attached to the 
places which have been filled are of a nature 
which require masculine service or render 
the presence of women extremely embar- 
rassing. In the second place, women must 
expect to receive less encouragement in po- 
litical appointments than is given to men, 
for itis the men who vote, run primaries, 
pack ‘conventions, and wield political in- 
fluence. In the third place, employment in 
political places is demoralizing at the best, 
and has proved to be especially so to women 
employed in the offices at Washington: those 
who procure appointinents there are better 
entitied to sympathy than those who 
fail to get them. Finally, a Woman's Na- 
Wonal Labor Organization,” or, in fact, any 
other sort of labor organization, dated upon 
afailure to secure political appointments, 
after waiting for months in idleness and en- 
gaging in solicitations and intrigues un- 
worthy of dignified labor, is a palpable ab- 
surdity, and can make no appeal to public 
sentiment which will elicit any other re- 
sponse than ridicule or contempt. Not until 
a business-like system of civil service shall 
be established, which shall require special 
preparation and assure permanent employ- 
ment, will political place-huhting be re- 
garded ag a pursuit worthy of encourage 
ment and applause. The limitation of 
woman’s work to the needle and the sewing- 
machine is unjust, but women would be 
better off if all other avenues for self-support 
were closed to them than to look to a posi- 
tion of political patronage under the existing 
condition of things,

APPRENTICES WANTED. 

The scareity of good workmen is a cause 
of frequent complaint among master mechan- 
ies. There are plenty of laborers to be had, 
and the number of those who profess to 
know a trade is not sinall. But compar- 
atively few of the so-called skilled workmen 
are well taught. They know how to do 
some things in a slow, bungling way; but 
they are not upin all branches of their trade. 
They waste material; they make a bad job 
now and then; they are not quick, or steady, 
or trustworthy. The best journeymen there 
are in this country have been imported. 
They were taughtin the workshops of Eu- 
rope; and the contrast between them and our 
home workinen is not encouraging to those 
who have hopes of the immediate develop- 
ment of genuine American industry. 

The want of a good apprentice law and a 
proper system of keeping and teaching ap- 
prentices is admitted on all sides to be the 
chief cause of the poor workmanship of 
American-taught tradesmen. Masters are 
much averse to taking apprentices. They 
have learned from experience that as soon as 
a boy begins to be really useful he is tempted 
away by an offer of slightly higher wages. 
Half-taught boys graduate from one shop to 
another and from the condition of apprentice 
to that of journeymen without having regu- 
larly served apy stipulated time. The man 
who is master of many half-truths is danger- 
ous among scholars; and the boy who has 
half-learnt a trade is a terror and warning to 
ali who employ him. For example: There 
is no trade requiring more  experi- 
ence or better judgment than that of 

4 plumber. An ignorant plumber 

an do more mischief in a house 

in an hour than a competent journeyman can 
repair in a week. But nine-tenths of the 
American plumbers have served no regular 
apprenticeship. The boy who earries the 
solder and lights the fire one year blooms out 
into a journeyman the next. In two or three 
years he Hay have acellar somewhere, swing 
outasignof his own, and set up an inde- 
pendent shop. The same is true in a greater 
or less degree of American-taught workmen 
in all the trades. ps 

The need of skilled workmen has been so 
seriously felt by some of the larger firms of 
New York that they have established a con- 
tract-system or their own, with a graduated 
scale of wages, in the hope of inducing boys 
to stay with them until they have thoroughly 
mastered the trade. Tiffany & Co. have seven- 

ty-five apprentices, whose services ‘for five 
years are contracted for with their parents. 
The agreement is as follows: 

This agreement, made between Tiffany & Co.

As 
their regular wages go to their parents, it is 
found necessary to make the boys a personal 
allowance; otherwise the temptation for 
them to appropriate articles of value in an 
establishment like that of the Messrs. Tilfany 
is sometimes too strong to be resisted. 

It is evident that if the character of Ameri- 
can workmen fer intelligence and thorough- 
ness isto be maintained, some substitute 
for the old apprentice system must be found. 
The laws were formerly too favorable to the 
masters, and too severe upon the apprentices. 
Their severity has since been so much re 
laxed that they do not afford the necessary 
protection to masters. A mean between the 
old law and the new might guard the inter- 
ests of both parties alike. 

THerne were dealings on the Chicago 
Board of Tradé during the month of July, in 
which No. 2 spring wheat was bought and 
sold under contract that the settlements not 
previously made should be governed by the 
price prevailing at the close of the month. 
In making these settlements a controversy 
arose as to the fact whether a corner had ex- 
isted or not, and under the rules of the 
board a Committee of Arbitration was ap- 
pointed to hear and determine the case. 
One of the great objects of this committee 
was that questions of trade occurring between 
members of the board might be speedily ad- 
justed by fellow-members, without a resort 
to the ordinary legal tribunals, thus avoiding 
the delays and technicalities of the -courts of 
law, and, to insure this speedy settlement of 
controversies in which millidns of dollars of 
capital and credit may be involved and 
locked up, the rules especially provide that 
legal counsel shall be excluded from the 
proceedings of the arbitration. 

The Committee of Arbitration in this case 
of the July wheat deal has been in session 
three days, and the progress has not been 
rapid. The first question proposed has not 
yet been answered—that is to say, no answer 
has been obtained to that question from any 
of the numerous wituesses so far examined. 

Old citizens who remember the days when 
Justice Banyon was the chief or presiding 
Justice of the Chicago courts will recall the 
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Tue Euphrates Valley Railway scheme— 
by which it is proposed to shorten the route to 
India by a railroad through Mesopotamia, con- 
necting the Mediterranedn with the Persian 
Gulif—came up for discussion in the British 
House of Lords on the 17th ult., when Lord 
Lamington moved for papers in connection 
with the project. He spoke strongly in favor of 
the railway, contending .that it would save 
about 1,000 miles in the distance between Bu- 
land and india, reductng the time to ten in- 
stead of twenty days as at present. He en- 


_larged upon the military advantages of the 


route, which he claimed would make the re- 
sources of England promptly available in the 
East, reduce military expenditure, and render 
it possible to maintain India with a smaller gar- 
rison than is now necessary. The amount re- 
quired for the construction of the line is esti- 
mated at £10,000,000, which there is no prospect 
of rais witbout a Government guarantee. 
Lord beriy did not give much encourage- 
ment to the idea that such a guarantee would 
be given; and Lord Derby threw cold water on 
the project, contending that the line would dur- 
ing balf the year be impracticable, owmg to the 
intense heat of the desert rough which it 
would have to pass, and that the double trans- 
shipment contempiated would destroy its 
chances of success as a commercial venture. 
There appears little probability that the scheme, 
which was broached in 1854, will assume a prac- 
tical shape. 0 


THe Bonaparte luck seems to follow the 
young Prince Roland more closely than even 
the most sanguine of the fatalists of the family 
would have predicted when his dissolute father, 
Pierre, the murderer of Victor Noir, was living 
olf what his wife could make in a London mi- 
linery shop. Prince Roland, says the Philadeiphia 
Times, will come in for severalgmillions by the 
death of bis wife ou Thursday, she being one of 
the three beirs of the estate of $20,000,000 or $25,- 
000,000 left by her father, M. Bianc, the pro- 
prietor of the Monte Carlo gambling- dell. 
Roland badn't a stiyer when be married, and 
was Only the second choice of Miss Marie, who 
had vainly tried to capture an Italian Duke of 
older and better pedigree. But a Bonaparte 
passed for a “ pis-aller;” and, to reconcile the 
young man more readily to the match with the 
dead gamester’s daughter, his cousin, Prince 
Napoleon, brother-in-law of King Humbert, in- 
duced bis Majesty to confer on Roland the title 
of an Italian Prinee. The name was a matter of 
much serious debate. “Monte Cari would 
have recalled ludicrously Monte Cristo.“ but 
old Mme. Blanc happily soived the problem by 
purchasing the charming Demidoff estate of 
San Donato, and her son-in-law took his title 
from it.

THE appearance of the Highland regiments 
which England is now hurrying up to the front 
from both sides of Egypt at once will doubtless 
be us great a surprise to the Bedouins of Arabi 
Pasha as to their granafathers in 1798. When 


(says the New York Times) the Highlanders of, 


Sir Ralph Abercromby’s army landed at Alex- 
andria iu that year the Arabs of the town, after 
a woodering survey of the stalwart Celts, ran to 
announce to their triends the arrival of a host of 
giants, so huge that the clothes which they wore 
were all too short for them. In the Sepoy mutiny 
of 1857 the Highland regiments did priceless 
service both at Lucknow and Cawnpore, storm- 
ing on one occasion a high-walled garden de- 
fended by five times their number or Sepoys and 
literally annihilating the whole garrison. When 
Nana Sahib’s soldiers first caught sight of the 


plaids and kilts they exclaimed joyfully that all 


the English soldiers must have been killed, and 
that the Sirkar (Governwent) bad bad to call out 
the women. But after their first taste of a High- 
land bayonet charge they abandoned this belief 
once for all, and tell back upon the theory that 
these terrible fighters had deliberately adopted 
this female garb in order to remind them of the 
wrong which they came to revenge—viz.: the 
massacre of the English ladies by Nana Sahib. 


Tux increase in the consumption of coffee 
is very etriking. Twenty-five years ago the 
quantity grown was estimated at 338,060 tons, 
but in 1879 the total was 590,000. The consump- 
tion was greatest in the United States. The prin- 
cipal coffee-producing country is Brazil, the 
crop of 1880 being estimated at 280,000 tons; but 
when the emancipation of the negros is com- 
plete, as it will be in twenty years, the question 
is whether the coffee planters will be able tofind 
laborers enough to keep up this high total. Next 
to Brazil come the Dutch Indies, including Java 
and Sumatra, into which the cultivation of coffee 
was introduced by Van Hoor in 1660. It is only 


within the last quarter ef a century that the | 


coffees of Ceylon and the East Indies have been 
exported in any quantity, but at tke present 
time the export of Ceylon coffee is 40,000 tons, 
and-of East Indian coffee over 30,000. The coffee- 
plant has been found to do well in some parts of 
Africa, such as the region of the Mozambique 
and the Cape Verde Islands; but it bas not an- 
swered at Sierra Leone, on the Guinea coast, at 
Natal, or in the Cape Culony. Attempts are now 
being made to acvlimatize it in the Fiji Islands. 


Ata London meeting to raise money to 
complete the excavations at Ephesus, Mr. Wood, 
the expiorer, told how be discovered the tamous 
temple. No writings existed to afford him the 
sligutest clewto the whereabouts of this won- 
der of the ancient world. But he bit upon an 
inscription from the wall of that theatre to 
which St. Paui would bave entered, but “the 
disciples suffered him not.“ This described a 
procession in which certain images were carried 
from the temple through the city gates. After 
much search he found the gates, and then at 
length hit upon the paved way, worn into 
grooves by the wheels of chariots.

QUEBEC, Aug. 12--2:35 a. m.—A large fire 
broke out in St. Sauveur, adjoining the city, 
at about 1 o’cleck this morning, originat- 
ing in a stable in the rear of Dion’s 
manufactory of self-raising flour on Sauva- 
gean street. In about an hour about twenty 
houses were destroyed on Sauvagean and St. 

Valier streets, inyolving a loss of many 

thousands of dollars. The water supply is 

poor, and the fire may spread ex- 
tensively. St, Sauvener has no water-works 
but cisterns, and some of these have already 

given out. The fire originated about 200 

yards from ‘the city limits, and the wind is 

in the direction of the city.

A Lake Street Paint and Color Estab- 
lishment. 

At a few minutes past 5 o’clock last even- 
ing a boy tiling a can with varnish on the 
fourth floor of the Chicago Paint & Color 
Manufacturing Company, at No. 246 East 
Lake street, was startled by the sudden ap- 
pearance of a sheet of flame and a volume of 
thick, black smoke that rolled up out of one 
of the front corners of the floor, and it was 
with some difficulty that he escaped and 
gave the alarm to the other occupants of the 
building. An alarm was quickly sounded 
from Box No. 18 and the départment as 
quickly responded, but with oil and varnish 
to feed upon, the flames gained a tremendous 
headway that it was aimost impossible to 
check. Upon the upper floor of the build- 
ing, which is four stories In hight, were 
several large pans holding eight or ten bar- 
rels of varnish, and when the flames 
once got at these water was of no 
use. For an hour and a half the firemen 
fought the fierce flames, and then the fire was 
signaled out.“ The first floor of the build- 
ing is occupied by Armstrong & Co., color 
dealers, who also had an Interest in the 
manufacturing company on the second, 
third, and fourth floora, but the loss will be 
principally by water. The bulk of the 
stock, valued at $12,000, was stored 
in the basement and escaped serious dam- 
age, so that the loss was principally upon 
what machinery, colors,and ingredients there 
were upon the upper floors. The loss upon 
the stock, which will fall jotntly upon the 
two firms, will not exceed $2,500. Upon this 
there is an insurance of $6,000 ur thereabouts 
which, as nearly as a TRIBUNE reporter coule 
learn of the firm, was placed by I. J. Lewis 
as follows: Mechanics’ Fire & Marine, Im- 
porters’ and Traders, and Merchants’ of New 
Jersey, $500 each; Watertown, $2,000; New 
York Alliance, $1,500, and Buffalo Germania,

The building was badly burned out on the 
upper floors. and the intense heat had a 
marked effect upon the front wall, which 
will probably have to be rebuilt. It is owned 
by Grant Goodrich, and the damage will be 
about $1,200, upon which thereis a full in- 
surance. There were no incidents of any 
note in connection with the fire. There was 
a rumor that the boy who discovered the 
fire was burned bya sort of an explosion, 
but this proved to be a mistake. Occurring 
as it did at an hour when business was clos- 
ing for the day, the progress of the fire and 
its final defeat by the firemen were watched 
with interest by several thousand pone. It 
was well hantlled, and those who directed 
movements as wellas those who executed 
them deserve credit. .

YELLOW-FEVER, 


The National Board of Health on the 
Texas Epidemic, 
Special to Cincinnati Gazette. 

WasnineTon, D. C., Aug. 10.—Owing to 
the failure of Co to pass appropriations 
asked for by the Senate amendments to the 
Sundry Civil bill, the National Board of 
Health Office in this city has been compelled 
to discharge nearly all of its clerks, and 
hereafter regular service in the way of quar- 
antine bulletins, etc., will be discontinued, 
The Secretary of the board, chief clerk, jani- 
tor, and one or two other subordinates are 
continued In office, but the efficiency of the 
board is not only impaired, but its utility is 
practically destroyed, Under the present 
limited appropriation the Secretary and sev- 
eral others have their respective salaries 
provided for, but they will not be called 
upon to do any work. While the efficiency 
of the board is destroyed the chief salaries 
are continued. Without having official no- 
tice from the Secretary of State in regard to 
the nature of the bill the clerks have been 
discharged, but it is conjectured that the 
Board of Health may soo be closed. 

Dr. Cabell, President of the National Board 
of Health, was tonight asked by the Herald 
correspondent what ofticial information about 
the yellow-fever in this country, especially in 
Texas, had been reeeived, what action 
had been taken to prevent its spread. In 
answer to these inquiries he said; 

„We have received information to the 
‘effect that yellow-fever prevails in Texas, 
but we have no knowledge more specific or 
general than is published by the press. Ad- 
vices from Matamoras state that the fever 
there is of the malignanttype. We have not 
been informedot any spread of fever, and 
do not know of its appearance as an epidemic 
or prevalent disease in any place than those 
whLich the Herald has already published. 
understand that the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, Mr. Folger, N Gov. Roberts, 
of Texas, asking him if he desired Govern- 
ment aid in suppressing the yellow-fever at 
Brownsville. 1 do not know what answer 
he has made to this.“ 

„What are your views respecting yellow- 
fever in Texas?“ 

„ have no doubt of its being genuine yel- 
low-fever, but hope the quarantine regula- 
tions may be sufficient to prevent its spread.” 

“Whatare the probabilities of its spread-

‘That depends relatively upon the weather 
and the intercourse which the people in the 
surrounding country may have with the in 
fected districts. I say relatively, because 
at present we are hardly able to give a sound 
or definit opinion on the subject, for the 
sanitary condition of Brownsville, the hab- 
its of its people, the precaution necessary to 
guard against disease, and the means of 
communicating it are unknown to us. 1 
hear that in reply to Secretarv Folger’s tele- 
gram Gov. Roberts says: If the fever is epi- 
demic in Brownsville we will need assist- 
ance. Will let you know. 1 have advised 
scattering the people by removing them to 
camps. The Health Officer of the State is 
here.“ N 

“Haw you received any definit informa- 
tion from there?” 

„We have received from R. M. Swearinger, 
the State Health Officer, a telegram which 
says: *The evidemie here is developing. 
There are probably fifty cases of yellow- 
fever here, but the excitement is abating. 
The people are erganized and prepared for 
the worst, and no aid is at present required. 
lam bottled up and may remain so some 
time.’ Since then a telegram from Browns- 
ville states that there are two cases of the 
fever among the troops at the garrison, and 
that one person died.“ 

“What steps have you taken and how 
— you confine the disease to its present 

mits ?’ ' 

As soon as we heard of the prevalence of 
the fever we addressed a letter to President 
Arthur, to the effect that, in the opinion of 
the National Board of Health, the exigency 
contemplated by the provision to the Sundry 
Civil bill, authorizing the Exeeutive, in case 
of a threatened or actual emidemic, to usea 
sum not exceeding $100,000 in the State and 
local boards to Suppress the spread of epi- 
demic, had arrived.“ 

“What was his answer!?“ 

“The President very promptly replied that 
he had transferred the jurisdiction of this 
matter to Mr. Folger, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury.’ 

Have you applied to this official ?”’ 

“Yes, sir. We at once wrote him a note 
like that which we had sent the President. 
In this communication the National Board 
of Health, after stating that the fever pre- 
vailed in ‘Texas, and should be stopped in 
its spread, asked the Secretary to construe 
the law so as to meet the exigency contem- 
plated by Congress, aud which we believe 
has now arrivea. We have not received an 
answer from Secretary Folger, who is ab- 
sent from thecity. With its limited means 
and the failure of Congress to make what 
was deemed a necessary appropriation, the 
National Board of Health is at present un- 
able to force the stringent quarantine regula- 
tions which many believe would be effective 
in preventing the spread of the fever. I am 
confident that Secretary Folger will do what 
is right in the matter.“ 

In conclusion Dr. Cabell said: We have 
six shipsin quarantine at Ship Island. We 
are doing the*best we can, and do not appre- 
hend any general spread of the fever or an 
epidemic from it as it prevailed in 1878.“ 


A Panic in Matamoras. 

GaLvxston, Tex., Aug. 11.— There seems 
to be a panic over yellow-fever in Matamoras, 
Mexico, and the dispatches from there re- 
garding the number of cases are exaggerated 
and contradictory. According to one report, 
via Laredo, the number of cases on the 9th 
was fifty-six. A later dispatch reduces 
the number for the same day to for- 
ty, but there was a large increase, 
the daily average of deaths for the 
week previous to the 9th being only thirteen. 
There are only about fifty cases of yellow- 
fever at Brownsville at present, and the 
number of deaths is not large, but the health 
authorities are of the opinion that it will be- 
come epidemic. There is no yellow-fever in 
Texas except at Brownsville. Fort Brown 
is in strict quarantine, the post commander 
deciding not to move his troops. 


No Deaths at Brownsville in the Last 
Twenty-four Hours. 

BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Aug. 1l1.—Twenty 
new cases ot vellow-fever today: all Mexi- 
cans, ‘There have been no deaths in the last 
twenty-four hours. The fever in Mataimoras 
is in statu quo. There are about 500 cases. 
There were but two deaths in the last twen- 
ty-four hours. Weather very favorable. 
‘There are two cases of fever seven miles up 
the river at Cortinas’ rancho, All mail com- 
munication is stopped. 


Two New Cases at Fort Brown. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Aug. 11.—The latest ad- 
vices from Brownsville, Tex., are that the 
outlook there is very unfavorable. Two new 
cases of yellow-fever have developed in the 
garrison at Fort Brown, near by. ‘There are 
now about eighty cases of fever at Browns-

ECUADOR. 


The Troubled Career of a South Amer- 
ican Republic. 
Philadelphia Telegraph. 

And now comes the South American Re- 
public of Ecuador, with the old familiar tale 
of revolution. Sefior Gabriel Garcia Moreno, 
who had been the virtual Dictator of the 
country since 1861, was assassinated in Au- 
gust, 1575, to the apparent relief of the peo- 
ple. His rule throughout was a system of 
unparalleled terrorism. A Jesuit of Crefeld, 
Father Menden, was the most powerful man 
in the country; not only the President him- 
self, but the Papal delegate, Archbishop 
Vanutelli, were completely under his infiu- 
ence. The whole of the higher education of 
Ecuador was in the hands of the Jesuits, 
while the lowef was in those of the ** Broth- 
ers of the Christian Faith.” The submissive 
Congress gave to the Jesuits all they 
asked; the press was fettered, a cen- 
sorship was introduced, and a 
yearly minimum grant of $10,000 voted as 
Peter’s pence.. The future of Ecuador was 
almost hopeless, for even if the Liberals 
gained the upper hand, they would hardly be 
able to do anything for the exhausted coun- 
try except to destroy what their predecessors 
had created. Early in 1875, when Moreno’s 
term as President was about to expire, he be- 
gan his preparations for causing himself to 
be reélected. The clergy of all ranks exerted 
themselves to secure his triumph, and the 
Bishop of Riobamba, who had been on a 
mission to Roiae, is said to have brought a 
dispensation from the — relievi him 
from the oath which hetook on being elected 
to the Presidency that he would not again 
present himself as a candidate for that post 
when his term of office should expire. ith 
these influences at work, his so-called re- 
election was assured, and on the 10th of Au- 
gust, 1875, he was to have entered upon au- 
other six-years’ term, when his reactionary 
and tyrannical career was brought to a close 
by the hand of an assasin. 

On Dee. 9, 1875, Senor Antonio Borrero was 
installed as Moreno’s successor in the Presi- 
dency. Although he pretended te be the 
representative of the whole people, and de- 
clared his purpose to rule the country in their 
interest, he began by expressing, in a letter 
to the Pope, his entire devotion to the church, 
and soon gave evidence that he proposed to 
follow in the footsteps of his immediate pre- 
decessor. ‘Then Gen. Ignacio de Vientemilla 
appeared upon the scene asthe promised 
Liberator, and in the latter part of 1576 raised 
the standard of revolt. The Ultramontanes 
rallied around Borrero, but Veintemilla was 
able to place the largest force in the field, 
and on Dec. 14 a bloody battle was fought at 
Galte, lasting three hours and endmg in the 
complete rout of the Government army. 
Less than 5,000 men were engaged, but the 
struggle was so desperate that the killed num- 
bered over 400, and a much larger number were 
wounded. When the news of the disaster 
reacned Quito, President Borrero left the 
valace and took refuge at the Colombian 
tT eeation, while the citizens pronounced in 
favor of the revolution. The. revolutionary 
forces entered the capital on Christmas Day, 
and the reign of Borrero was at an end. 

Veintemilla claimed to have been elected 
President of the Republie in September, 4 
and he forthwith proceeded as undispute 
ruler of the 8 to reverse the policy of 
his predecessors. The lines were soon drawn, 
and on June 25 the whole city of Quite was 
placed under an interdict by the authorities 
of the church. All the places of worship 
were closed, and even the solemn service for 
the burial of the dead was prohibited. The 
people were thrown into consternation by 
this resort of the church’ to its long-disused 
authority. On the following day came a 
terrific eruption of Mouut Cotopaxi, with 
every accompaniment that could increase its 
horror. Utter darkness prevailed in broad 
day, lightuing reut the sky, the thunder was 
deafening, tearful subterranean explosions 
made the earth tremble, wild gusis of wind 
tore ‘through the town, and the ashes de- 
scended like rain. Then the great volcano 
poured out a cataract of molten lava ten 
times the bulk of the water chat passes over 
Niagara, wiich carried all before it in its 
headiong course, and submerged the whole 
surrounding country. Over 1,000 lives were 
lost and $4,000,000 in property destroyed b 
the eruption, but Qnito itself eseaped a 
damage except from the rain of ashes. 
While the darkness was atits hight, a wide- 
spread conspiracy against Veintemilla and 
his Government culminated, Great crowds 
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streets, kept e with Vein- 
temilla’s tr the «dreadful 
overhung the

ring mountain. But the mob, after 
sustaining heavy losses in killed and prison- 
ers, was at last put to flight, and Veintemilla 
Was once more supreme, 

Veintemilia punished the Ultamontanes 
for their uprising by issuing on June Wa de- 
cree suspending the Concordat of 1863 with 
the Iloly See. But this did not end his 
troubles, for he was confronted towards the 
close of the year with what was styled the 
* Terrorist olution.” This was a formi- 
dabie uprising, headed by one Gen. Se co 
This leader bore down upon the Capital, 
to which he laid siege in 
part of November. Yepez’s force of 1,000 
men was joined by 2,000 Quitenos. The 
Government had 900 regular soldiers and 
about 1,000 militiamen. Veintemilla’s wee

The eighteen hours’ 
fight was a desperate one, and the losses on 
both sides reached 400, Among the promi- 
nent men killed on the Government side was 
Dr. Manuel Polanco, who is supposed to 
have been at the head of the conspirators 
who killed President Moreno in 1875. 

In April, 1878, Veintemilla was reélected 
President, but he had meanwhile called a 
constitutional convention, and that 1 
sides adopting a constitution more liberal 
even. than that under which Moreno pre- 
tended to rule, proclaimed Vemtemilla 
tator “foran unlimited period.”

most arbitrary and tyrannical acts to 
maintain his hold on power, and has 
had occasion to crush out numerous 
movements for his overthrow by imprisoning 
or banishing his opponents. None of the re- 
cent movements nst the Dictator, how- 
ever, gained any headway until the earl 
part of me present year, when the oßbos 
tion to théstyrant began to take definit and 
substantial shape. In May two of the most 
important provinces pronounced against 
him, and by June the Dictator was so sorel 
pressed he left the Capital and too 
refuge in Soy Aas where he lived in such 
terror of his life that he became practically 
a prisoner in his own house. Town after 
town revolted, and finally, on July 23, there 
was an open uprising in or ant itself, 
and the unlimited period“ of Veintemilla’s 
Dictatorship was brought to an end at last. 
Whether Ecuador will fare any better under 
the sway of Eloy Alfaro, the new leader, re- 
mains to be seen.

OBITUARY. 


Gouverneur Kemble Warren. 
New York Tribune. Aug. 9. 

Gen. G. K. Warren, U. S. A,, died at New- 
port, R. I., yesterday. 

Gouverneur Kemble Warren was born at 
Cold Spring, N. I., on Jan. 8, 1850. Twenty 
years later he was graduated at the Military 
Academy at West Point, when he was, ap- 
pointed Brevet Second Lieutenant in the 
Corps of Topographical Engineers. He was 
employed several years in surveying the 
delta of the Mississippi River, in Pacitie Rail- 
road explorations, and in compiling a memoir 
of the territory west of the Mississippi, which 
formed a principle part of Vol. XI. of the 
Pacitic Railroad Reports. He made other re- 
ports of the Territories of Dakota and Ne- 
braska, during the years 1859 and 1861 in- 
clusive. He entered the volunteer sery- 
ice in May, 1861, as Lieutenant-Colonel 
of the Fifth New York Volunteers, which 
took part little more than a month later in 
the action at Big Bethel on June 10. He was 
promoted to be Colonel of the regiment in 
August, and served in the construction of 
the defeuses of Baliimore until the spring of 
L562, when his regiment was sent to . the 
Army of the Potomac. During the Peninsu- 
lar campaign of- 1802 he commanded a brigade 
in Sykes’ division of Porter’s corps, and at 
the battle of Gaines’ Mill, where he was 
wounded, he was breveted for gallant con- 
duct, His career from thistime to the last 
sanguinpary battle of the war was one of unin- 
terrupted success, He participated in all of 
the principal battles that followed, In the 
second battle of Bull Kun his command was 
hotly engaged, and ittook part in the suc- 
ceedi Battle of Anticiam. On Sept. 26, 
1502. he was commissioned Brigadier- 
General of Volunteers, and was assigned to 
the command of a brigade in the Fifth 
Corps. He commanded a brigade at the bat- 
tle of Fredericksburg, but shortly afterward 
Gen. Llooker appointed him Chief ‘Topo-

graphical Engineer of the Army ef the Poto- 


mae, a position which he heid Until after the 
battle of Chancellorsyille, when he was 
made Chief Engineer of the samearmy. He 
tuok a conspicuous part in the Battle of Get- 
tysburg, where he was again wounded, and 
a second time breveted for gallant and mer- 
itorious service. His commission as Major- 
General of Volunteers was dated from the 
battle of Chancellorsville, In the spring of 
1864, when the Army of the Potomac was re- 
organized, immediately after Gen. Grant 
took ange Sch. arren ee 
to the comm 0 orps by 
order of the. President, he held 
this position until near close . of 
the battle of Five Forks on April 4, 
ims. The Fifth Corps had been detached 
trom Gen. Grant’s command and placed un- 
der the orders of Gen, Sheridan. Jn the 
midst of the battle of Five Forks Gen. War- 
ren was relieved from the command of 

corps by the order of Gen, eridan 

Brig,-Gen. Charies Griffin was given pe 
piace. The ground of his removal was bis 
neglectto move his troops te the front as 
rapidly as Gen. Sheridan required. The 
battle, practically, was the close of the war, 
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but from the stigma that attached to his re- 
moval Gen. Warren never recovered. Imme- 
diately afterward and before the surrender 
of Lee’s troops he was placed in command of 
the forces around Petersburg. From this 
nominal commana he was ordered to the De- 

artment of the Mississippi on May 14, 1865, 

ut two weeks later he resigned his commis- 
sion in the volunteer service. 

After the close of the War he was engaged 
in many ne poy See. throughout the 
country, and at time his death was in 
charge of the United States Engineer De- 

zartment for the New England District. 
Some two years ago Gen. Warren requested 
a military court of inquiry relative to his 
conduct at the battle of Five Forks. The 
finding of the court justified Gen. Sheridan’s 
action in ey Aig cause of the spe- 
— he given Gen. eridan before the 

Gen. Warren was a man slightly above 
medium height, thin, and of sallow complex- 
ion. An offleer who served under him said 
recently: “Gen. Warren’s chief fault was 
the result simply of his fondness for engi- 
neering operations. I have seen him super- 
intending the construction of a short cordu- 
roy road, or of a bridge across a creek, when 
the duty might have Hen been left to 
the engineer of his staff. le was, however, 
in every respect a gallant officer, and the oc- 
casion of his removal was in my opinion 
something beyond his control.“ 


The Sacred Singer, Sister Mary Agnes. 
Philadelvhia Press, Aug. 1. 
Dispatches published in ¢his city yesterday 
contained the announcement of the death of 
Sister Mary Agnes Gubert, formerly of this 
city, in St. Agnes’ Hospital, Baltimore. The 
deceased was 45 years of age at the time of 
her death. Almost thirty years ago a beau- 
tiful young woman with a mlraculous voice 
charmed the musical people of Philadelphia. 
The voice was almost phenomenal in its won- 
derful compass. Its owner, disdaining all 
attempts at cultured ventriloguism—the vocal 
gymnastics acquired by a teacher’s instruc- 
tion—sang from the love of harmony that had 
its outgrowth in her soul, and because in 
melody she found the greatest pleasure of her 
life. This girl was Louise Gubert, the Sister 
Mary Agnes of the Convent of Mont de Chan- 
tal at Wheeling, W. Va. where she 
lived until within a week of her death, 
on Sunday last. She wasa daughter of The- 
ophilus Gubert, a Frenchman, who some fifty 
ears ago kept a grocery-store at Kighth and 
ocust streets. Her mother was the eldest 
sister of W. Milner Roberts, a civil engineer, 
who died in Brazil about a year ago. uise 
was one of twelve children. Her father 
Theophilus Gubert, was a musician as well 
as a grocer, and his wife was also the pos- 
sessor of considerable musical ability. For 
mauy years Mr. and Mrs. Gubert sang in the 
choir of St. John’s Catholic Church, on Thir- 
teenth street, above Chestnut. Louise's 
father finally removed his place of business 
from Eighth and Locust to Eighth and Arch 
streets, where, after acquiring a comfortable 
income, he sold his establishment to the late 
Muurice Spilling. At this time his daughter 
Louise was not over 10 gears of age, but her 
remarkable voice had already attracted much 
attention among her parents’ friends. 
When she was 14 years of age she was placed 
in the charge of Parini for musical instruc- 
tion. The anecdote, as told, that when her 
mother led the girl to the teacher and in- 
quired his terms for tuinon he replied, afger 
hearing the child sing: Let the remunera- 
tion be the poor privilege that Parini can 
2 that once Louise Gubert was his pu- 

pil. 

The remarkable qualities of her voice soon 
beeame generaily recognized, but the young 
singer was a dreamer. When a child she 
passed some years in the Georgetown Con- 
vent, where she received most of her educa- 
tion. She became Geoply imbued with a de- 
sire to live a pure and heroic life, to devote 
her talents to the welfare of the Catholic 
Church, and to ignore all personal and seit- 
ainbitious motives. Her father died in 1849, 
when she was 12 years of age, and she then 
resolved to enter aconvent, but for a few 
years she allowed the persuasion of her 
friends to deter her from this course. When 
Louise Gubert was 18 years of age she made 
her first appearance before an audience. It 
was in Musical Fund Hall, on Locust street 
above Eighth, and she sang in the oratorio 
ofthe Messiah. A few weeks afterward she 
repeated her part of the oratorio in Concert 
Hall. It was the custom in this city at that 
time, during a public performance of ama- 
teurs, to erect a gauze curtain across the 
stage, which concealed the features, but not 
the outlines of those on the platform. As 
Loulse's voice arose in the triumphal! notes 
of the oratorio, at the performance in the 
hall, the audience was so stirred by the in- 
tense pathos and beauty of the clear tones 
that the hearers rushed to the platform en 
masse and tore down the screen which con- 
cealed the girl. The following day hundreds 
of valuable presents were sent to her home, 
The anonymous gifts she sold and devoted 
the money received forthe benefit of the 

oor, but the others she returned to those 

rom whom they came. A few months later 
she sang in Pittsburg, but the flattery she 
everywhere received annoyed her, and fol- 
lowing out her childish conception of a noble 
life, she entered the convent of Georgetown, 
where she had been educated, Ata division 
of the sisterhood she was transferred to 
Mount de Chantal Convent, the sisters’ 
school~in Wheeling, W. Va. She taught 
music there, and it was there that she sung 
at different times for Parepa Kosa, Lisz 
Strakosch, and Rubinstein, who one and al 
pronounced her voice unequaled. 

Sister Agnes was a victim of consumption. 
The disease recently developed itseif so 
rapidly that her associates became alarmed. 
She was taken to the hospital in Baltimore 
in a special ear. Her aged mother stood by 
the bedside of her dying daughter, and Mrs. 
Gubert is now the last of the family.

THEOPHILUS YOUNGS. 


Boston’s Tichborne Claimant Arrested, 
Tried, and Fined tor Larceny, 
Special Disvatch to The mic Tribune. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 11.—Theophilus 

Youngs, Boston’s Tichborne claimant, ap- 
peared jn a new role today, and was fined 
$50 and costs for larceny. Youngs was one 
of the principals in a sensational case re- 
centiy before the courts in the City of New 
York. He had formerly a wife known as 
Mrs. Mary Youngs, and he suddenly disap- 
peared. Subsequently a body was, found 
tioating in the water, and, from its close re- 
semblance to Youngs, Mrs. Youngs, it is 
claimed, believed it to be that of her own 
Theophilus, and the body was buried with 
that understanding. In the course of time 
Mrs. Youngs, through the courts, endeav- 
ored to obtain a large amount of property, 
and soon after Theuphilus himself as sud- 
denly appeared as he had disappeared, and 
claimed Mrs. Mary Youngsas his wife. The 
latter repudiated the claims of Theophilus, 
| and stoutly asserted and maintained that her 
husband was dead and buried, and that the 
so-ealled Theophilus was an impostor. To 
settle the matter of identification was the 
source ofa long controversy in the New 
York courts. Some time ago Mrs, 
Youngs died, and eight or ten 
weeks ago Theophilus came_ to this 
city and made his home with Mrs. Lizzie 
Newell, an oid friend, who swore there was 
no question whatever that the Theophilus 
then in court is the original Theophilus who 
married Mrs. Mary Youngs, and whose claim, 
as made in New York, was a sound one, 
Two weeks ago, having occasion to lgave the 
city, she left some money with Youngs, 
whieh the latter placed in a private drawer 
in his desk and pecketed the key. When 
Mrs. Newell returned to the city Youngs 
could not make a satisfactory explanation of 
the whereabouts of the money, aud, his 
drawer being searched, the money could not 
be found, and Youugs has failed to produce 
it, hence this prosecuon.

THE CASE OF REDFIELD. 
How He Joined the Army and Why 
He Deserted. 

Special Diepatch to The Ohicaco Tridbuna, 


Col uunus, O., Aug. 1i—Mr. William A. 
Redtield, the well-known telegraph opera- 


tor, has been released as a prisoner from the 
Columbus barracks, where he has been heid 
on the charge of desertion during the past five 
weeks. The order was received last night, 
and this morning the ball and chain were re- 
moved and Redfield marched out a free man, 
having been discharged from the army by 
order of Secretary Lincoln, without even the 
formality of a trial. The action of the Secre- 
tary of War is highly satisfactory to thou- 
sands of people, outside of the telegraph fra- 
ternity, and Redfield has been vindicated. 

In conversation with THz TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent this afternoon Mr. Redfield, in 
explaining how he came to join the army, 
gave the following outline as his reasons for 
doing so: First, that his health was not the 
best, and, there being no great demand for 
operators, he thought that a few years of 
frontier life would be advantageous, if he 
could secure a position in the military tele- 
graph service. He was informed that if he 
would enlistin the army he would be de- 
tailed fer such service, and would be allowed 
extra compensation, Under these conditions 
he enlisted, and was assigned to Company B, 
Fourteenth Infantry. he command was 
sent to Southern Utah, where it remained for 
some time. Mr. Redfield used every endeavor 
to secure a position to which he was justly 
entitled, but never received any satisfactory 
assurance, Finding that he had been de- 
ceived, and made more miserable in mind by 
the illness of a sister at home, he arrived at 
the conclusion that it would be no crime to 


‘desert from a service into which he was led 


by the false representations of the recruiting 
officer. He had the sympathy of many of the 
soldiers, and when he had decided to 
make the break for liberty a purse was 
made up by his comrades and presented to 
him. This took place three years ago. Mr. 
Redfield soon after reaching Chicago went 
into the service of the Western Union Com- 
pany. Having been in the army but nine 
months, none of his old friends ever knew 
until he was arrested that he was ever in the 
service. Mr. Redfield continued with the 
Western Union, ranking high in the esti- 
— of all who became acquainted with 
im. ° | 
Less than three months ago a new charac- 
ter appeared upon the scene—one E. J. 
Brandell. He arrived in Chic with con- 
siderable money, and. indulged in his tastes 
until completely broke. In Brandell, Mr. 
Redfield recognized the young man he had 
taken considerable inte in while living in 
New York, and whom hetaught the art of 
telegraphy. Brandell appealed to Redfield 
for assistance until he could secure employ- 
ment. Out of the kindness of his heart Red- 
field provided board for two weeks, secured 
a position in Milwaukee for his old pupil, 
and gave him money to 17 with. It now 
transpires that while Redfield was do 
this work for sweet charity’s sake, the vil- 
lain, the recipient of his generosity, was 
working for his benefactor’s ruin. Brandell 
had by some means learned that Redfield had 
joined the army, dese and that a reward 
of $30 had been offered tor his apprehen- 
sion; and so, while being suppo v Red- 
field, the treacherous scoundrel went to Maj. 
Burt, the recruiting officer reported the 
fact, and demanded the reward. Maj. 
Burt, however, was a recruting officer, and 
was not disposed to trouble himself about 
the matter, and refused to act. After re- 
peated demands a threatening notice Was 
served that if Redfield was not arrested, 
and the $30 paid, a statement 
of the case would be made to military head- 
conn and under these circumstances was 
dtield arrested and brought to the Colum- 
bus Barracks for trial five weeks ago, and 
while he has been amply supplied with 
money, he has suffered considerably from 
illness brought on by being kept at work 
during a heavy storm, being drenched to the 
skin, and with no change of clothing locked 
in a cell, without so much as afire to warm 
his chilled body. And in this connection it 
might be said that if one-half Mr. Redfield 
says of his treatment is true, there 
should be a lively shaking-up in the medical 
department at the Columbus Barracks. Gen.

A LITERARY HONOR 


Conferred by the British Royal Society 
of Literature upon an Ohio Scholar.

CrNcINNATI, O., Aug. 11.—Joseph Crosby, 
Esq., of Zanesville, O., has been elected 
“honorary member of the Royal Society of 
Literature of the United Kingdom,” of 
which Prince Leopold, the youngest son of 
Queen Victoria, is President. The society is 
old and aristocratic, and its list of members 
very limited, but includes a number of 
American scholars. There can be no doubt 
that the good feeling now so active in Great 
Britain toward the United States had much 
to do in impelling this act of grace and honor 
to an Ohio scholar. It is an honor that 
is never conferred except for very 
high scholarly services. The 
diploma received by Mr. Crosby by mail was 
incased in a tin box. Itis of parchment, 
about twenty-four by eighteen inches, sur- 
rounded by a beautiful border of oak leaves, 
acorns, and flowers, hand-painted in water- 
colors. The royal arms at the top is encir- 
cled by a similar wreath of smaller flowers, 
very artistically executed. It reads as fol- 
lows: “ Under the Presidency of H. R. H. 
the Prince Leopold, K. G., the Royal Society 
of Literature, in virtue of the pow- 
ers vested in President and Coun- 
cil, by Royal charter, hereby nominates and 
appoints Joseph Crosby, Esd., of Zanesville, 
O., United States of America, a 1800 
distinguished in literature, and author of 
many valuable papers of Shakspearean criti-

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THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 


They Inspect the Trenton, N. J., Potter- 
ies and Ind ulgein a Free Lunch. 
TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 11.— The Tariff Com- 


mission today inspected the Trenton potter- 


ies and in the wareroom of one establish- 
ment where decorated articles are exposed a 
free talk or lecture was made to the commis- 
sion by Mr. Maddick, in which the import- 
ance of encouraging decorative art was in- 
sisted upon. His argument was that National 
schools of art should be established in this 
country and decorative art should be encour- 
aged by that means and by increasing the 
rates of duty on foreign decorative ware. 
The present rate of 50 per cent 
was represented to be entirely inadequate 
in view of the much higher wages paid in 
this country. The commission took great 
interest in the printing and decorating rooms, 
in which many young girls are at work.

New York. 

New York, Aug. 11.—All conditions favor- 
able to a prosperous autumn trade seer to 
exist, and, though purchases in various de- 
partments are net yet large, still the expecta- 
tion that we are to have a successful half- 
year’s business, it is thought, are well based. 

The dry-goods business is growing more 
active daily, and leading jobbing houses re- 
porta good trade and buyers arriving in 
force. Stocks in foreign and domestic dry 
goods are especially full and attractive. 
Country merchants need now have no fear 
about detention ef goods, as the strike of 
freight-handlers is over, and shipmenit offer- 
ings are taken care of promptly. Considera- 
ble parcels of domestic and woolen goods 
have been moved during the week, some on 
old orders, but largely new business. 

In grain, wheat as a rule has been quite 
steady, showing some little weakness at the 
close and a decline of something over one 
cent a bushel. Corn has been somewhat 
irregular, but prices are pretty well sus- 
tain Operators on both sides are disin- 
clined to take hold on account of the uncer- 
tainties of the coming crop. Oats have been 
the icading speculative in in the market, 
and cash August deliveries have been 
run up some 5 or 6 cents on account of light 
stock and small receipts and the chances of a 
corner. Atthe close there was a considera- 
ble decline in August options, and other 
months yielded somewhat, 

In lard and pork the week started out with 
astrong market and an upward tendency, 
but the “longs” took advantage of this and 
sold freely, and there appears a timidity on 
the part of operators. Fluctuations have 

been rapid but not wide, and as a rule the

Drugs are active, with an advance in opium, 
morphine, and quinine. 

Metals are in good demand and unchanged. 

Other branches of the jobbing trade have 
had a good, seasonable week, and the out- 
look for a full and prosperous fall business is 
considered to be bright. 

Nothing remarkable has occurred in the 

rain market. Wheat has declined since 

onday, and closed this evening 2@3 cents 
lower. Oats also declined, cash being 9 
cents lower than on Mon ay, and options 
closing & to 4 cents off. Corn, on 
the other hand, has improved, cash being 


oue cent better than Monday, and options . 


one to two cents higher. The receipts of 
wheat have fallen off 171,000 bushels from 
last week, being 784,000, against 955,000, 
while the shipments have been about the 
same, and approximating the receipts very 
closely, leaving the stock but little changed. 
The receipts and shipments of corn have 
been too insignificant for mention. Receipts 
of oats decreased from 437,000 bushels last 
week to 816,000 bushels this week, but ship- 
ments increased from 256,000 last week to 
592.000 this week. These shipments have all 
gone East.

No specu- 
lative movement occurred, but there was a 

ood Southern order demand for pork and

The cattle market has shown increased 
activity and strength during the past three 
days, and prices have advanced, but hogs 
have been very slow, the trade being con- 
fined to butchers and shippers, packers not 
buving. Sheep have also been ia urgent de- 
mand, and prices close higher and stronger.

CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 11.—The week has 
been devoid of fluctuations of any great mag- 
nitude.

Failure of the Eaclish Crops. 
London Telegravh, Juty 27. 

There has not been a really good barvest iu 
this country for seven or perhaps eight years, 
nor is it possible to ignore the fact that the 
gravest apprebensions prevail lest “the fruits 
of the earth in due season” should be denied to 
us vnce more during the present year. An ex- 
traordinarily mild winter, followed by a spring 
880 early and Wurm that the month of April 
seemec to have taken the piace ordinarily filled 
by June, or even by July, encouraged hopes as 
widespread as they were welcome that an end 
was about to be put to the long and trying agony 
through which our farmers have struggied as 
best they might, except in those cases where 
the pressure upon their powers of resistance was 
more than they could bear. Before April bad 
come to a close, however, it was feared that 
the cheerfulness which reigned in agricultural 
circies was, to say the least, premature. 

During the last hours of the fourth month a 
cold blight, charged in many places with saline 
particles, overspread the whole of England, and 
especiaily the southern counties, withering the 
foiiage and temporarily drying up every green 
thing in the land. An ungenial May super- 
vened. and it was followed by a dripping June. 
Tne wheat was sbriveicd in the ear: the grass 
clearly gave tokens tmat it lacked warmth; the 
fruit and hop crops promised to be entire fail- 
ures: the roots were choked with weeds, which 
no amount of hoemg and clearing could extir- 
pute, as sun was wanting todry them up when 
the hoe had done its work: and the potatoes in 
many places, and especially m storm-tossed 
Ireland, were threatened with rot. Next came a 
bay harvest so interrupted by perpetual showers 
and cold nights that even now itis fur from bav- 
ing been guthered in, nor could that por- 
tion of it which was brougnt to stuck be 

rded as in anything like a satisfactory con- 
dition. Often before during this century bave 
there been three or four bad harvests in succes- 
sion. but no such unbroken series of unfavora- 
ble seasons has been known as that — 
in this country since 1876. If for the sevent 
successive year the agriculturists are again 
doomed to see their labors wasted and their nat- 
ural expectations disappointed, we know not 
where the words of comfort and encouragement 
are to be found. In the meanwhile it isa hope- 
ful sign that yesterday the cha and 
the barometer rose. A warm, stil, and dry 
August may even now “ not un the prom- 
ise of the sprine™; but we fear that, even under 
the most favorable circumstances, the barvest 
of 1882 wili fali below a good average.

The Benefits to Be Derived from 
Agricultural Statis- ‘ 
tics. 


Congress and the Cattle Disease—

Agricultural Statistics, 

Ata farmers’ institute meeting held re- 
cently at Belleville, III., Mr. S. D. Fisher, 
Secretary of the Illinois State Board of Agri- 
culture, read an able paper upon the subject 
ot“ Agricultural Statistics.”” The facts and 
deductions given in the address possess spe- 
cial interest, since the Illinois State Board, 


dy reason of its thorough system of crop re- 


ports, is justly acknowledged to have no su- 
perior on either side of the water. Mr. 
Fisher began his address by the following 
quotation: The science of statistics has a 
twofold relation to political and social econ- 
omy. The facts collected by the sta- 
tisticlan are the basis on which po- 


litical economy rests; their appli- 
cation to social and economical problems 
is an appeal from imagination to facts. But 
the statistician must be guided by the polit- 
ical economist in what to extend his investi- 
gation; without political economy we should 
have no statistics.’ 

The necessity for agricultural statistics is 
apparent to all, and the time is past when it 
is necessary toapologize to any intelligent 
person or assemblage for presenting any 
facts relating to our productive resources. It 
cannot be disputed that the farmer has been 
imposed upon by designing speculators more 
than any other class, and the frequency of 
corners in farm produce painfully impresses 
this fact upon the victim who has 
by false reports been induced to 
part with his crop at much less 
than its actual value. Pages of statistical 
figures are not generally regarded with 
special favor, even by some whose interests 
are more or less directly connected there- 
with. It should be otherwise with agricult- 
ural statistics, as such figures have a direct 
bearing upon the food supply. The pro- 
ducer, dealer, and consumer may find it 
profitable to familiarize themselves with the 
extent of the various crops, and the probable 
home and foreign demand, that they may in- 
telligently adjust their plans—the farmer to 
market his products at the prover time; the 
dealer to act with prudence in determining 
what is a reasonable margin of profit on his 
capital for labor and risk; and the consumer 
to lay in his supplies at a time best suited to 
his interests. 

It is the purpose in collecting and publishing 
agricultural statistics to make thom s valuabie 
and interesting that their frequent appearance 
will make the data . correspondingly appre- 
ciated. The extentof the annual crops ond’ the 
probable demand for the large surplus, increase 
or decrease the profits in every line of trade. 
Crop statistics influence so la ly the indi- 
vidual accounts of dealers, as well as producers, 
as to make the study of the Nation’s surplus 
and the worid's demand a matter worthy of 
much consideration by all classes. 

The advantages referred to are illustrated in 
the agricultural statistics, which show that IIII- 
nols produces nearly one-fifth of the corn crop 
of the Nation—nearly one-tenth of the wtieat 
grown in the United States, and, according to 
the census returns, was the leading corn and 
wheat producing State ia 1560, 1870, and 1880. In 
the extent of the production of rye and oats, 
this State, according to the late census, is not 
approached, while the number of borses and 
hogs in Lilinois exceeds that ot any other State. 
Attention might be called to the fact that in 
other respects this State occupies a foremost 
position. in commercial matters our institu- 
tions rank in proportion to the amount of money 
invested, and sucd statistics are capital in trade. 

it is well known that dealers employ the best 
talent in the market to travel over the grain- 
growing States to examine into the condition of 
the growing crops, a. approximat- 
ing as to the area of each crop, and to develop 
other facts that would enable them to determine 
the probabie aggregate yield of the prospective 
crops for speculative purposes, and not until 
the grain-producing States agree upon and car- 
ry out a uniform system for the collection and 
publication of such statistics, will the producer 
(not baving the information in the bands of the 
dealer) reap the full benefit of his labors. 

State officials in the principal grain and meat 
produciny States are now engaged in collecting 
and publisbing agricultural statistics, and the 
demands of the press and people for tull and 
reliable information oi this character are rapid- 
ly increasing. 

In addition to the legitimate dealer and pro- 
ducer who want the facts is another la class 
of active men known as speculators, or dealers 
in options, who are interested in agricultural 
statistics. The latter ciass indorse or criticise 
the crop statistics as they may be construed to 
favor the bull or bear movement.“ 

The producer, consumer, and legitimate deal- 
er, with a full knowledge of the methods em- 
ployed in collecting and publishing crop statis- 
tics, are well aware that the estimates of crop 
correspondents have been approximately cor- 
rect, aud a fraction below the official returns of 
the Assessor made the succeeding year, and long 
after the crop was marketed. 

During the last six years the crop reports of 
this department, when compared with the fol- 
lowing assessment, have contirmed the supe- 
rior judgment and careful observations made by 
correspondents, who are, with few exceptions, 
prominent farmers of experience and standing, 
and largely interested inthe accuracy of the 
returns, and inclined to the side conservatism. 


The Spread of Diseases Among Cattle. 

A recent interview with Mr. J. H. Sanders 
of this city, who is the Western representa- 
tive on the Treasury Cattle Commission, 
develops the fact that while pleuro-pneu- 
monia bas thus far been confined to certain 
districts of the East and South, Texas or 
splenic fever has broken out in sections 
where it has never been known to exist be- 
fore. The disease is insidious and extremely 
dangerous, and has thus far failed to yield 
toany treatment which the best veterinary 
ability of the country has suggested. ‘The 
spread of the disease is a matter of startling 
interest to breeders and teeders of cattle, 
and will unquestionably be the cause 
of still more stringent legislation 
at the hands of Congress. Thus far, in the 
Northern States. Texas feyer has not caused 
very great losses on account of the fact that 
frost always kills the germs of the disease 
and temporarily removes the danger, but in 
the Southern and Southeastern States where 
the frosts are light the trouble is of a more 
serious character. Texas ranchmen have for 
years been great sufferers from the disease, 
and in this locality everything has been done 
to remove the source of evil, but without 
avail. 

As for precautionary measures to guard 
against the spread of all cattle _diseases, IIIi- 
nois is the only State in the Union that has 
yet taken decisive action, and Gov. Cullum’s 
proclamation of last winter is now generally 
conceded to have been a wise measure. 
With the exercise of every possible precau- 
tion on the part of individual cattle-raisers, 
and the earnest efforts of the State Veterina- 
rian, Illinois is freer from disease among 
stock than any other State in the Union, and 
it would seem to be eminently proper that the 
other State authorities should imitate the ex- 
ample of IIlinois and schedule against 
the disease which now threatens 
the herds of the entire country. 
The efforts of Senator Williams and Con- 
gressman Hatch to secure legislation in Con- 
gress upon this important matter are appre- 
ciated by the breeders and feeders, who do 
not understand why these efforts have failed 
to meet the sanction of either branch of the 
National Government. There can be ho par- 
ticular steal in such legislation, and this may 
account for the fact that Congress fails to 
perceive the importance of protecting the 
Cattle- men. Corgress passed Congressman 
Hatch’s pleuro-pneumonia bill, but the Sen- 
ate adjourned without taking action upon it, 
and practically ignored the interest of every 
stock-man in the country. 


A Good Appointment. 

8. D. Fisher, Secretary of the Illinois State 
Board of Agriculture, has been appointed 
Statistical Agent for this State by the Na- 
tional Government, and will soon enter upon 
the discharge of his duties. The appoint- 
ment is a good one, and will be generally ap- 

roved by the citizens of this State who have 
had an opportunity of judging of the su- 
perior qualifications of Mr. Fisher as a sta- 
tisticran during his long service in connec- 
tion with the Lilinois Department of Agri- 
culture. The crop and live-stock statistics 
published by the State Department of Agri- 
culture are considered standard authority in 
all matters relating to the productions of the 
State, and the additional facilities to be pro- 
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The Manufsctare of Tile. 

At the recent meeting of the Tilemakers’ 
Association, held at Springfield, III., Mr. 
Ballingsley, in the course of an address on 
the subject of tile-drainimg, gave many in- 
teresting facts, showing the extent of the 
business, and the necessity of more general 
use of tile upon the flat prairie lands of the 
Western States.

with an average annual capacity of 200,000 tile 
over 100 years to make the amount of tile neces- 
sary to drain the 16,000, acres. Third—The 
benefit to be derived from drainage on the in- 
vestment is estimated all the way from 25 to 100 
per cent annually. Horace Greeley said (so it is 
said) that he who causes two biades of grass to 

row where only one grew before, is a bene- 
actor, If that be true what shail be said of bim 
who improves land that is otherwise 
worthless, and makesit produce seventy-five 
bushels of corn to the acre? May we not call 
him a greater benefactor? If by tile draining we 
may increase the agricultural products of the 
country 26 to 50 per cent the aggregate increase 
of wealth to a State would be wonderful; an in- 
creased wealth which would not only add to 
the general prosperity of the State, but help to 
bear the burdens of Government. man 
who uses tile is so justiy entitled to the name 
benefactor, may we not likewise say the same of 
the manufacturer ot tile? 

Gentiemen of this convention, you have a just 
right to be proud of your calling. You are not 
only labo for of this generation but 
your labor will bless tbose to follow. The men 
who succeed in life must have a pride in busi- 
ness. The question before us is, how shail we 
increase the demand for tile? Asa rule men do 
not invest their money in any business uniess 
they are convinced that it will pay. If there 
are localities where they need to buy tile and do 
not, you may be assured that they are not fully 
informed as to the benefits to be had from drain- 
age. Then bow snall he learn? Let all tile 
manufacturers me in a sense teachers. 
First, fully intorin yourself as to the benetits 
and then carry the facts upon your tongues’ 
end; talk about it at home and abroad; be ready 
to answer all the questions as to how the work 
should be done. Another way to encour an 
increased demand for tile is to make tile 
and sell only good tile. Itis very discouraging 
to the use of tile for the most convenient factor 
to get the reputation of making bad tiie. It will 

reatly increase the demand your customers 

now that they can get good tile at economic 
prices. Another way to increase the demand is 
to place in the bands of those who use or should 
use tile the necessary rea matter as to the 
benefits of farm-drainage. e@ may not believe 
all that be reads at first, but continue to furnish 
the information and by and by he cannot get 
away from the facts. As they pass about their 
farms they will be planning bow they may drain in 
spite ofjthemselves. Scme are slow tospend mone 
in extending their trade and apparently fail 
to learn from the examples of others. Suppose 
you have a small trade which yields only a liv- 
ing for yourself and family, and little ides; 
now if you expend $50 a year in placing into the 
hands of customers the necessary reading mat- 


ter to educate them up to a just estimate of the 


importance of draining their land and follow it 
up for three or four years, and in the meantime 
build up your trade to double its proportions 
when you commenced, would you not say it 
A to educate your trade? You may do much 
u this way to advance the interest of tile 
drainage by baving your local press publish from 
time to time short articles on drainage, the ex- 
perience of parties known to the readers. 

I hardly know what 300 tile makers in Llinois 
may not do to increase the use of, if they will 
sow broadcast in this way the necessary readi 
matter to educate their trade up to a ful 
knowledge ot the benefits to be derived from 
the use of tile in the drainage of their farms. 


Southdown Sheep.

6. Applications for the stry of animals 
bred and owned in Great Britain or Ireland 
should, when possible, furnisb as complete data 
as that required by Rule 4. They must at least 
be signed by the breeder or other reputable per- 
son in Great Britain or Ireland, who will certify 
to their purity of breeding. 

7. Applications for the registry of animals im- 
ported from Great Britain or Ireland must give, 
so far as possible, the same information required 
b ule 4, and must, in addition state (i) the 
name and address of the importer, (2) the date 
of importation, the name of the vessel, and the 
port of entry. 

8. Every animal must have a name, and dupli- 
cate names should be avoided. Tothis end the 
associution will reserve the right to change any 
name when necessary, preserving, however, 80 
tar as practicable,some cburacteristic of the 
name given lu the application. 

9. An unsound or unworthy animal will not be 
admitted to record when tacts proving inferior- 
ity are made known to the Board of Directors. 
lf, however, by any means, an animal is admit- 
ted improperly, the facts in the case shall be 
stated in the next succeeding 8 ot the 
record, and no progeuy tracing to or through 
such animal shall thereafter be admitted, 

10. The breeder of an animal is the party own- 
ing the dam at the4ime of service, and dictating 
the cross. 

11. Pedigrees, as soon as approved, will have 
record numbers assigned them andan ear-tag 
bearing the number of the animal and a private 
mark of the association will be forwarded to the 
owner, to be properly inserted in place of tags 
already in use or in addition to those.

The prospects of good crops and an era of 
prosperity among the agricultural classes 
has had the effect to awaken renewed inter- 
est in the various State and county fairs.

FAMILY MARKETING. 


Supplies and Prices on South Water 
Street, 

The display of fruit on South Water street 
during the week has been quite liberal, and 
prices have varied very little in the bulk of 
the sales from one week ago. Apples have 
come forward freely, the proportion of choice 
fruit being considerably larger. The market 
is still largely dependent upon localities 
south of the Ohio River for its apples, al- 
though afew come from Southern IIIinois 
and Ohio. Good to choice eating apples are 
quoted at $2 to $3 per barrel in a 8 
way, and the cooking varieties are selling al 
the way from $1.35 to $2.50, according to 
quality. 

Peaches are arriving in large quantities; 
but most of the shipments, especiallv those 
from ‘Tennessee, are in very or condition 
on arrival. The really merchantable fruit 
from that quarter 1 En $1.20@1.40 for the 
freestone variety, tae-tlinystones finding few 
buyers at over 60 cents per box, Southern II- 
linois is sending very few peaches this year, 
though some early Crawfords have com- 
manded 81.50 1. 75 per box. 

Pears of the choice” eating variety are yet 
scarce, and selling at $1.00@1.50 per box. 
The smaller a are sold at from 40 to 50 
cents per basket. 

Gripes are far from plentiful, those shown 
consisting principally of the inferior varie- 
ties, and selling at three to five cents per 
pound. Some few choice Concords are held 
at seven and eight cents. The. proportion of 
damaged and unripe fruit of this kind is 
quite large. 

The biackberry supply, now coming almost 
exclusively from Michigan, is liberal, though 
the quantity received does not come up to 
the expectation of dealers as expressed a 
week ago. ‘These berries are arriving gen- 
erally in very fine condition, and were selling 
yesterday at $1.50@1.75 per case of sixteen 
quarts. It isexpected that about the first of 
next week will witness the largest receipts 
of this luscious fruit, after which the offer- 
ings will fall off in bulk rapidly. 

lueberries have been in fair supply, but 
are usually in poor condition, and very little 
sought after. This fruit has been sold at 
$1.25@1.50 per tweive-quart drawer. 

The stock of miscellaneous vegetables 
shows no diminution. Our suburban gay- 
dens now supply the market with everything 
needed. Potatoes sell by the single barrel 
at $2.00, and retail dealers are paying $1.00 
per sack from the country wagons. 

In the genera! line of garden truck, which 
is abundant, prices are unchanged from those 
paid last week.

A NEW CATTLE DISEASE. 


How Cows Are Dying in Berks County, 
Pa.—People Sickened by the Stench. 
Phitadelphta Press. 

READING, Aug. 8,—Persons who have just 
returned from a tour of eighteen miles 
through North Heidleberg and Jefferson 
Townships bring the most alarming reports 
concerning the deaths of cattle from a new 
and mysterious disease, Cattle have been 
known to drop dead {ifteen minutes after they 
were first attacked. Two cows of Harrison 
Haak were driven into pasture early in the 
morning. The were apparently well, but in 
twenty minutes they dropped dead. The rest 
of the herd commenced bellowing and paw- 
ing the earth, and pranced about the dead 
carcasses that were rapidly swelling. Ina 
short time six more of the same drove were 
dead. The owner had their swollen bodies 
carefully limed and buried in the woods. In 
this way some thirty-five head of cattle ber- 
ished on different adjoining farms. Some 
died in the stable. One farmer found two 
cows dead in the barnyard. Among the other 
losers are Levi Moyer, Moses Schaeffer, John 
Snyder, Henry Zerbe, Gabriel Lutz, Benja- 
min Haas, Widow Klopp, John Lutz, Will- 
iam Umbenhower, Joseph Ernst, and others, 

W hen the cattle are first attacked they re- 
fuse to eat or drink. They seem tobe seized 
with a chill and breathing becomes difficult. 
Some moan and appear to be in great pain. 
Inashort time they lie down and die in 
great agony. Their bodies swell out of pro- 

ortion and a very foul odor is emitted. A 

1asty examination of one of the bodies shows 
that the blood of the dead animals turns 
completely black. 

Benjamin Lutz, a veterinary surgeon, has 


and at present is working day and night. 
He says the disease starts in the head, and 
he has become deathly sick while boring the 
horns of sick cattle. He says that the cows 
are dying from appoplexy of the spleen, and 
his opinion is concurred in by Drs. Owens 
and Collins, who are also busily engaged in 
the work of attending to various herds now 
in quarantine. The spleen of some of the 
dead carcasses is found to be quite putrid. 
The bodies of dead animals are very poison- 
ous, and one man has already died froim 
lockiaw and bilood-poisoning. His name 
was Harrison Haag. He undertook to skin 
a carcass for its hide and also to perform a 
post-mortem, Some of the poison of the 
animal got into his system through a wound 
oh his hand, and in a few hours his entire 
+ po was poisoned. His body, arms, and 
limbs became fearfully swollen ana covered 
with black blotches. e was then attacked 
with lockjaw and died in terrible agony. 
Two others who assisted him narrowly es- 
caped death. Their blotches were burned 
with caustic. Since then no attempts have 
been made to skin animals or examine them. 
The are buried in a hurry and the balance of 
the herd quarantined. All barnyards and 
stables are being thoroughly cleansed, and 
farmers are strictly quarantining all their 
cattle. The disease is contagious and said to 
be worse than rinderpest or pleuro-pueumo- 
bia. 


Allan Pinkerton’s Place Near 
Onarga, Illinois. 


A Model Specimen of Rural 
Development. 


To the Editor of The Chicago. Tribune. 
Cuicago, Aug. 10.—Having occasion to 
make a short journey through Eastern IIIi- 
nois recently, I a few daysago found myself 
obliged to remain sometime in the pretty 
little village of Onarga, in Iroquois County, 
about eighty-three miles from Chicago,.on 
the Illinois Central Railroad. Sitting on the 
steps of the hotel on the evening of my arriv- 
al, the question was asked of me, “ Have 
you seen 
THE GREAT LARCH FARM?” 
I answered that I had not done so as yet; and 
l was at once sensible of having confessed to 
adegree of ignorance that made me an ob- 
ject of sincere pity and some littie contempt. 
Desiring to acquire all the information possi- 
ble, I was soon enlightened. 

‘Larch Farm,” as it is called, was, I 
learned, a beautiful model farm owned by 
Allan Pinkerton, the noted Chicago detect- 
ive, who visited the place regularly every 
week, winter and summer, and who had ex- 
pended large sums of money upon its man- 
agement and adornment. While we were 
conversing and my interest was momentarily 
increasing, my informant suddenly called 
out to a good-looking young gentleman who 
was riding by, driving a team of tour spirited 
Indian ponies attached to a light phaeton, 
and which was about as stunning a turn-out 
as I have ever seen: 

“Mr. Malcolm, will you stop here a mo- 
ment?“ 

On his driving up to the hotel 1 was intro- 
duced to Mr. Robert Malcolm, the efficient 
superintendent of Larch Farm.”’ Mr. Mal- 
colm, on learning that I was a stranger in the 
place, very kindly invited me to visit the 
farm, and offered to call for me on the fol- 
lowing morning and carry me over to the 
place. I accepted the offer as gracefully as 
I knew how; and the next day, under Mr. 
Malcolm’s charge, I was introduced to the 
beauties of 


THE CELEBRATED DETECTIVE’S COUNTRY- 
HOME. 


I was prepared to be surprised, but cer- 
tainly not to the extent which followed; and 
I am free to say that “ Larch Farm” has no 
equal in the West, and no superior in the 
United States; and I should like to furnish 
to your readers a short description of its 
beauty and extent. 

The ground, which comprises some 350 
acres, was purchased, I learned, by Mr. 
Pinkerton in 1864; but for some years there- 
after it received no attention, and remained 
in its original condition of a raw prairie. In 
1873, however, Mr. Pinkerton determined

The interior is 
supplied with every modernarrangement for 
comfort and convenience, while the furni- 
ture and adornments combine all the ideas 
which refinement and luxury can suggest. 

A wide hall runs directly across the build- 
ing, and the walls have been beautified in a 
manner artistic in the extreme, and which 
has caused a great outlay of money. On each 
side, are large oil-paintings, executed by a 
macher hand, and painted directly upon the 
wag. These pictures represent various 
8 s in the late War of the Rebellion, 
in which Mr. Pinkerton took an 
active part as the head of the “Secret 
Service“ of the Government. Here are the 
Battle of Gaines’ Mill, Sherman’s March to 
the Sea, full-length pictures of Gen. McClel- 
lan and his staff, full figures of the principal 
members of the “Secret Service“ depart-- 
ment, and finely-executed rtraits of the 
leading Generals of the ar.

and here he finds the greatest enjoyment. It 
is a large, roomy building, the walls of which 
are covered with canvas, and are painted 
with representations of some thirty events of 
Scottish history and views of Highland scen- 
ery. Asin the hall of the house, these paint- 
ings are works of artistic excellence, and are 
true to Nature. One me sit for hours 
without tiring and feast his eyes upon the 
beauty which is spread before them. 

In addition to these buildings, there are 
rr ice-house, ete.—to the 
number of twenty-four, making ‘“ Larch 
Farm ” a little village of itselt. . 

The progress of the cultivation of the land 
is indeed a marvel of agricultural ability, 
and evinces ina marked degree the results 
which may be accomplished by good taste, 
untiring energy, and a liberal but wisely di- 
rected expenditure of money. Through the 
operation of these influences the prairie- 
desert has been made to “blossom as the 
rose.“ 

The entire farm, which is rectangular in 
shape, is inclosed with a luxuriant, closely- 
trimmed hedge of Osage-orange trees; while 
inside of this hedge have been planted 

SEVEN ROWS OF LARCH TREES 
(from which the farm derives its name) set 
at the distance of four feet apart. As a mat- 
ter of interest, I may state that there have 
been planted over 100,000 of these trees, all 
of which are growing finely. In addition to 
these there have been planted 5,000 ever- 
greens and nearly the same number of maple 
trees. These trees are planted along the 
main roads and those which lead to the 
house; and their luxuriant foliage consider- 
ably enhances the beauty of the place. 

The Lilinois Central Railroad intersects the 
land from north to south, and on each side 
of this the same arrangement of Osage- 
orange and larch trees has been observed. 

‘Two broad driving avenues have been laid 
out across the entire farm—from north to 
south, and from east to west—the edges of 
which are Ornamented with a bordering of 
bright-biooming flowers from end to end, 
the effect of which is beautiful to behold. 

THE LAWN 

surrounding the house, which contains 
about twelve acres, has been most beauti- 
fully and tastefully arranged. Serpentine 
walks of graceful curvings, with their firm 
beds of cinder, their bright borderings of 
blooming flowers, numerous flower-beds of 
most varied and beautiful shapes, and a 
liberal distribution of marble and terra-cotta 
vases of unique designs, tilled with brilliant- 
hued flowers and rare plants, all contri- 
bute to the production of a scene 
of beauty which is the theme of universal 
admiration, and the source of pleasure and 
delight to their liberal-minded owner.

The large greenhouses, which contain 
nearly 4,000 plants of unlimited variety, ma- 
terlally enhance the pleasure of the numer- 
ous visitors. 

The barns, stables, ice-house, fruit-house, 
etc., are probably the largest in the country, 
are in perfect accord with their surround- 
ings, and are remarkable for their neatness, 
strength, and durability. 

AN ARTESIAN WELL 

has been sunk upen the premises toa great 
depth, which furnishes the house with a sup- 
ply of water sufficient for drinking, washing, 
and culipary purposes, and for the bath- 
rooms within the building. In addition to 
this there are five large cisterns on the place, 
which when filled provide nearly 15, I 
lons of water, which can readily be u in 
case of drouth or fire upon the premises. 
There are also an orchard of 2,000 apple trees, 
all of them bearing abundantly; and a very 
large number of pear, quince, and cherry 
trees, ail giving sure returns of fruitfulness.

A Funny Case in Justic> 
The Armory Police Court was in session 
yesterday afternoon until nearly 6 o’clock, 
upwards of four hours of the time being oc- 
cupled with the Rose-Greenebaum case, 
about which not a little has already appeared 
in the newspapers. Isaac Rose is the young 
man who came to Chicago a few weeks ago 
and, after a twenty-four hours’ acquaint- 
ance, engaged himself to marry the daughter 
of Joseph Greenebaum, a Hebrew dealer in 
second-hand goods at No, 289 South Clark 
street. A marriage contract was drawn up 
and signed by the young couple accord- 
ing to the Hebrew custom, and an en- 
gagement-feast was celebrated in the 
presence of a rabbi and a large 
number of guests, Thereafter, although the 
marriage ceremony was an event of the fut- 
ure, Rose became as one of the family. But 
one morning about two weeks ago he glided 
gently away from the Greenebaum domicile 
and out of the city without even bidding his 
affianced adieu or inform any of the tam- 
ily that he was going away. Mr. Greenebauin 
alleged that about 3300 worth ot his family 
jewels had faded away with the Rose. Sohe 
complained to the police and swore outa 
warrant for the arrest of his late anticipated 
son-in-law. The latter was arrested in Port 
Huron and brought back to Chicago by De- 
tective Haas. 

When the case was called by Justice Wal- 
lace yesterday afternoon the court-room was 
crowded : 

WITH HEBREWS OF ALL AGES. 

The witnesses, who could be numbered 
almost by the score, talked and gesticulated 
vehementiv, and were irrepressible both on 
and off the stand. While the examination 
was in progress, a little Hebrew of about ten 
summers said something to excite the ire of 
a bald-headed representative of the race,who 
endeavored to forcibly eject the youngster.

Mr. Mitchell, defendant’s attorney, ob- 
jected, asserting that Greenebaum had in- 
structed Goodrich to teave the eit 
and remain away until telegraph 
for. However, after Greenbaum had made 
an affidavit that he did not know where 
Goodrich was, and that the latter had ac- 
knowledged receiving a request to write a 
decoy letter, the defense admitted, to save time, 
that such was the case. Then the 

EXAMINATION WAS PROCEEDED WITH. 

Mr. Greenebaum was the tirst witness. He 
said that Rose had been recommended to him 
as a son-in-law by Isaae Heims, and told all 
about the marriage contract and the engage- 
ment feast. He was not allowed to tell, 
though, about the men who had arranged 
the match asking for a commission on the 
marriage settlement. Rose left the city with- 
out the knowledge of the witnéss, and the 
latter, a few hours later, discovered that his 
jewels, which had been kept in a trunk to 
which Rose had access, were missing. On 
the cross-examination it was brought out 
that the witness had once been indicted for 
perjury in Detroit, and had seen fit to make 
a hasty visit to Canada. When the witness 
saw the prisoner at the station he did not ac- 
cuse him of stealing any jewelry, but simply 
of deserting the girl. 

After Mr. Greenebaum had resumed his 
seat two or three witnesses on the other side 
got after him with wild but whispered 
threats. They called him a liar, and flour- 


ished their canes over his head. They were 


suppressed by the police, 

Mrs. Greenebaum and Rachel, the fair one 
in the case, corroborated the story of the 
father in the main, but the young lady, as 
did Mr. Greenebaum, made some very con- 
tradictory statements. 

Greenebaum’s brother testified that the de- 
fendant had promised him to get part of the 
jewelry back. The prosecution rested here. 

For the defense, William Boas testified 
that Rose had “‘ soaked” his watch for $20in 

ORDER TO GET OUT OF TOWN. 
Witness was present when Greenebaum's 
father saw the defendant, and the latter said 
nothing about recovering any jewelry. 

Schwartz, a saloonkeeper, and other wit- 
nesses testified that Greenebaum had admit- 
ted having lost no jewelry, and had asserted 
that the arrest was merely a dodge to get 
Rose back into the family. 

The defendant, who condueted himself 
very properly on the stand, explained his 
sudden departure for Port Huron by stating 
that he wanted to escape a quarrel with the 
family. He had discovered that the family 
was not as high up in the social seale as de- 
sirable, and so concluded to break the con- 
tract. He denied having touched the jewel- 
ry or the trunk. 

It was proven by Detective Haas that no 
jewelry was found on Rose at the time of the 
arrest. Nor was there any in his trunk. The 
prisoner had about $12 with him at the time. 

Justice Wallace discharged the young man 
and iy:imediateiy the court-room was made a 
perfeet Bedlam 7 the cheers and wild ap- 
plause of Rose’s friends. He went around 
and kissed the men who had testified in his 
behalf squarely on the lips, which osculatory 
demonstration was a source of wonder to 
the outsiders,

NOTTINGHAM, Eng., July 22.—Mrs. Lang-

THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 


Westerday’s Proceedings at the Lake 
Nut Convocation. 

The Lake Bluff Prohibition Convocation 
was blessed with a beautiful day yesterday. 
The number of people out was not much in- 
creased. The ladies were present in goodly 
numbers, and among them were several who 
have become prominent as leaders in the 
prohibition movement in various parts of the 
land. The ministerial profession was better 
represented than usual, yesterday being the 
clergymen’s day, but it would have taken a 
good many more of them t0 have 
made a respectable-sized crowd. The other 
professions, and, business-men generally, 
were poorly represented—in fact, they act as 
if they thought the convocation was exclu- 
sively a woman’s affair, though they have 
been invited to take part in it and join the 
primary class in the prohibition school, 
which some people hint many of them might 
do to their own advantage. 

Yesterday being ministers’ day, the clergy 
and every one else who wanted to went to 
the morning services, The committee pre- 
viously appointed submitted the following 
names for officers of the conference: 
Dr. A. . N President; Dr. 
A. Gurney, First Vice-President; Mrs. 
J. B. Hobbs, Second Vice-President; 
Prof J. A. Schmitz, Third Vice-President; 
George Woodford, of Ottawa, Secretary. This 
ticket was accepted. Afterwards the Rev. 
Father Chiniquy, of Kankakee County, now 
a Presbyterian minister and formerly a Cath- 
olic clergyman, spoke. in the course of his 
remarks he stated that heathen cities were 
unabie to vie with Christian towns like New 
York, Chicago, and London in the magni- 
tude and refinement of their iniquities. 
Drunkenness, the worst of all evils, was a 
Christian institution. He rapped the minis- 
ters for drawing salaries of $10,000 a year for 
caring for the rich, while the poor and weak 
were neglected and their souls lost. But the 
women were coming forward to fill this 
want. ‘The were extolled as the 
noble workers who were carrying 
on the great work of prohibition re- 
form. It was the spirit of God 
that spoke through them. ather Chiniquy 
then gave a brief account of his own life and 
conversion. He was a priest till he reached 
his 28th year, and was converted to prohibi- 
tion principles while present at the autopsy 
of a drunkard in a Quebec hospital, on 
which occasion he examined the stomach 
with a microscope. For advocating prohibi- 
tion in public he was 

THREATENED WITH EXCOMMUNICATION, 
but he had lived to see his opponents take 
the pledge, and to see the merchants of Mon- 
treal and Quebec pour barrels of liquor into 
the streets. He urged lecturers on temper- 
ance to thoroughly supply themselves with a 
practical knowledge of human anatomy. 

At a subsequent meeting of the ministers 
their rel to the prohibition work was 
discussed. They decided they could not at 
the time do anything towards securing the 
united action of the ministers of the State on 
the question of submitting a prohibition 
amendment to the people of IIlinois. The 
point was advanced that the people would be 
ready to vote at the close of the canvass on 
this question of submission, aud with the 


Iowa victory and probably that of Indiana 


fresh in the minds of the public, it was the 
time to agitate the matter. They decided to 
have the President of the convocation calla 
meeting of the ministers next Friday to dis- 
cuss and decide this question. 

Mrs. Mary B. Willard talked to the train- 
ing-schoolin the afternoon on the regular 
meeting and how to make it interesting. She 
recommented that the unions hold weekly 
sessions, preceded by a half-hour of prayer. 
The regular monthly meeting depended 
much for its worth on the efficiency of the 
oflicers. It was very important, because the 
various department committees made reports 
showing the work done. The women were 
advised to come to the meetings well dressed 
—neither too gaudily nor too carelesly at- 
tired. Hygiene, legal reform, total absti- 
nence,Scripture, and numerous other subjects 
should be brought up for discussion and in- 
struction. They mightspend three months 
studying and taiking on the question of beer, 
and nearly revulutionize a beer-drinking 
community asa consequence. They might 
do the same thing with old King Alcohol, 
and dethrone him. The place of the meeting 
should be comfortable and parlor-like, and 
every effort should be made to keep upa 
lively interest in the work for which the or- 
ganization had been created. Such a course 
would insure attention and good work from 
the members, and draw to their aid many 
women and men who would otherwise hold 


oof, 

After the lecture, slips of paper were circu- 
lated among the auditors with the request 
that they write some question they desired 
to be answered. Many of these questions 
were highly amusing as well as thoughtful, 
and aroused a keen interestin all that was 
going on. One question was to this effect: 
“Do not women banded together vie with 
each other in doing nothing?” Miss Willard 
answered it. She remarked that in her first 
journey through the South the ladies were

and at once organized unions. The next 
year when she visited them again she found 
they had done as much work on the average 
in proportion to their numbers and the time 
spent as had their Northern sisters, and were 
as enthusiastic as at first. She knew of but 
one union that had failed. In the wicked 
city of St. Louis they had started a union 
two or three times, but it did not live. They 
were going to try that benighted town again. 

Another question was, if it was not time to 
have a constitutional ameudment prohibiti 
the use of tea. The lady who — 
this said she had not yet reached such a 
degree of total abstinence, but thought it 
mightcome by and by. Mrs. Willard sur- 
prised some of her listeners by disclosing the 
fact that horrible drunkenness was to be 
seen in the good prohibition town of Evans- 
ton.

ABOUT COTTON-SEED. 


Turned into Food for Beasts—Sardines 
Cooked and Packed in It—The Bakers 
Use It—Doughuuts Fried in It. 

Boston Herald. 


So rapid has been the increase in the use 
of cotton-seed oil, even within the past six 
months, that an article giving some facts 


concerning this comparatively new product, 


will give some light to the general reader in 
the Northern States and in sections remote 
from the cotton belt. Only a few years ago, 
and especially during the days of slavery, 
cotton was raised wholly for the fibre, and 
the seed was suffered to fall back to the earth 
and be almost wholly wasted. Today the 
case is different. There are now. about 
seventy mills in the South whieh buy this 
seed, grind and press it, producing the raw 
oil and the oil-cake, from which the cotton- 
seed meal is prepared. These mills worked 
up nearly 200,000 tons of seed last year, tak- 
ing therefrom about 7,000,000 gallons of oll, 
worth in the neighborhood of $2,800,000, 
Within three or four years the number of 
seed-oll mills has doubled and their product 
more than doubled. The business is also in- 


creasing very rapidly. 

There is still a great chance for further de- 
velopment in the direction of saving the seed 
and adding to the production of cotton-seed 
oil and meal. On this subject a corre- 
spondent of the Atlanta Constitution, thor- 
oughly posted on the subject, recently wrote: 
„Let me show what a wastage there is. The 
cotton crop of last year produced over 3,000,- 
000 tons of seed—it averaging about a half 
ton of seed to every bale of cotton, Of this 
amount only about one-sixteenth part was 
worked up. With the Coma 2,800,000 
tons of seed, not worked up, ere were 
buried and wasted about 98,000,000 gallons of 
Oil, worth, in its crude state, at 40 cents per 
gallon, $39,200,000; or in its refined state, at 
65 cents per gallon, with allowance for waste 
in refining, about 850,000. 000.“ This corre- 
spondent further adds that, if the whole crop 
of cotton-seed were utilized for the oil, in- 
stead of being wasted, as formerly, or fed to 
stock in its crude state, as at the present day, 
it would add some $60,000,000 to the value of 
the cotton-crop of the country. Of course, 
the principal difficulty in carrying out this 
enterprise in the South is the old one, the 
lack of capital with which to build the mills 
and buy the seed the first year or two. 

HOW THE OIL IS PRODUCED, 

The season for purchasing the seed com- 
mences early in September. It is purchased 
all over the country. If very remote, not 
over $8 per ton is paid; if near the mill, and 
the mill is near to good transporting facili- 
ties, even as high as $18 is paid. By the Ist 
of October the mills are in operation, and run 
Sage the season, that is, as lopg as the 
seed holds out—frequently six or eight 
months. The first process is that of depriv- 
ing the seed of its coating of lint or short 
staple cotton with which itisincased. This 
lint is very fine and soft, and sells for a good 
price to make whatis known as cotton bat- 
ting. When the seed is stripped of the lint it 
isthen crushed, to deprive it of its bulbs. 
These bulbs are burned, and the ashes sold 
at $25 a ton as a-fertilizer. The crushed 
seed‘ is now heated in large caldrons, whence 
it is dumped steaming hot into great presses, 
which are screwed down till every particle 
of oil is forced from the steaming seed, and 
the cake left dry and crusty in the press. 
The eil flows from the press as brown as 
molasses—the crude cotton-seed oil of com- 
merce. 

But the brown and crusty cake is nota 
waste product by any means. Formerly it 
was the custom to feed the broken cotton 
seed to stock, oil and all; latterly it has been 
discovered that the viicake, ground into 
meal, now known as the cottonseed meal of 
commerce, is worth more as food for animals 
than before crushing and pressing. After 
the oilcake is removed from the press and 
crushed between iron rollers or ground in 
millstones into cottonseed meal, it is sold in 
enormous quantities for animal food. The 
millstones produce the finer meal; the iron 
rollers the coarser grades. The meal is 
worth, after grinding, about 818 per ton; a 
ton of cotton seed produces about 765 pounds 
of meal. To show the extent to which this 
meal is coming into use, it may be stated that 
in the New England States alone over 15,000 
tons were used last year; nearly two-thirds 
of this amount being handled by one concern, 
located in Boston. 

The principal use to which this cotton- 
seed meal is putis that of animal food, as 
has been before remarked. Dealers are very 
enthusiastic over it. They claim that 100 
pounds of cotton-seed meal is equal to 150 
pounds of corn-meal to feed to stock. It is 
rich in fat-producing qualities, and also in- 
creases the flow of milk from cows. Sheep 
thrive on it. It is said that a farmer in Ver- 
mont fed over five car-loads of cotton-seed 
meal toa flock of 2,800 sheep last winter 
with very satisfactory results. But, after 
all, our Northern stock has to learn to like 
it, the same as countrymen have to learn to 
like oysters,” the dealers say, but they soon 
devour it with avidity. It is also claimed 
that the manure produced by animals fed 
upon cotton-seed meal is greatly enriched. 
At any rate the manufacturers of artificial 
fertilizers have adopted the idea and pur- 
chase large quantities of the meal to com- 
pound with their product. Cotton-seed meal 
is also used extensively as a fertilizer, in its 
uncompounded state, and, it is claimed, with 
excellent results. If one-half that is claimed 
for cotton-seed meal is true, its future as an 
agricultural product is a brilliant one, 

Some of the uses to which cotton-seed oil 
is being applied are certainly novel, if not 
wonderful. In its crude state it is now used 
extensively—it is hard to find out how ex- 
tensively—as an adulterant for linseed oil, 
and, itis claimed by painters, with good re- 
sults. But the uses for the oil refined are 
far greater than in its raw state. After re- 
fining itis worth 60@65 cents per gallon, 
against 40 cents crude. The process of re- 
fining is about the same as that of other oils, 
Much of the residuum is forced down or pre- 
cipitated by the process of freezing in tin 
cans. The oil can also be bleached perfect- 
ly white or clear in the sunlight, The re- 
siduum after refining is used largely as soap 
stock by the soap-boilers. As a burning oil 
it is said to give good results after refining; 
and itis also used as an adulterant in the 
various preparations of refined petroleum 
oils. There are nine or teu concerns refining 
cotton-seed oil in the country, and it is said 
that they can sell all they can make. One 
concern at Montgomery, Ala., can refine 100 
barrels per day. 

The export trade in this refined cotton-seed 
oil is an important feature. The oil is 
shipped from New Orleans and other parts 
as cotton-seed oil; soon it comes back, put 
up in fancy bottles and packages, perfumed 
or changed in taste with extracts, as the best 
of olive oil or sweet oil. It is declared by 
those who ought to know that more than 
one-half of the salad and fancy oils now in 
the market are really a product of cotton- 
seed. In proof of this assertion it is asserted 
that for France alone would take the product 
of seventy refineries at the price cotton-seed 
oil is now sold at, say 60 cents per gallon. 
Soon it would be imported back again—from 
the Mediterranean, perhaps, as olive oil, or 
in the form of pomades and fancy oils. In 
this form it would be worth at least $4 per 
gallon. It is certain that the oil can be re- 
fined till it is a pure and tasteless vegetable 
oil, in which state it only needs flavoring to 
make it anything desired. When retined and 
bleached it is said to be exceedinzly sus- 
ceptible to extracts and flavoring essences. 

ut, our French cousins having set Us a 
bad—perhaps a cood—example in the use of 
this oll, we have not been slow to follow li, 
They first used it in the packing of sardines, 
as a substitute for olive oil. Then our great 
sardine establishments at Eastport, Me., 
sprung up, and with them a great demand 
for oil to pack the little herrings in. Olive 
Oil, changed from cotion-seed oil in France 
or Italy, cost too much. Now the sardine- 
packers buy the refined cottun-seed oil out- 
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t in this country, and, it is said, use it 


with great success. 

To what extent this is done it is hard to 
find out; b tton-seed oll refined 
to be worth on and red olive 
oil $4, which would port Yankee use 
to fry and pack sardines in, suppose either 
would do? Indeed, it is deciared that its use 
3 almost universal in the packing of sar- 

nes, 

But we have made a step in advance ot our 
French cousins, unless their cunn cooks 
have been deceiving us for sometime in what 
they use. The bakers are using cotton-seed 
oll even in Boston. The tremendous prices 
of both lard and butter, which prevailed in 
Boston—all over the country for that matter 
—last winter made the bakers cast about 
for a substitute. Refined cotton-seed oil was 
offered them. Did they take it? they don’t 
like to own it; perhaps each one will deny 
it; but ask the dealers who sell it to them, 
and they will give you their word of honor 
that it is being extensively sold to these 
bakers for cooking purposes. It is declared 
by certain dealers that some bakers are using 
it to the extent of one-half their cooking, or 
half-and-half with lard or cooking butter. 
The bakers who fry doughnats, it is said, are 
using a great deal of cotton-seed oil, or ** cot- 
ton butter.“ Hence the doughnuts you buy 
ot the baker or the establishment which fries 
them may be cooked in cotton-seed oll. Sup- 
pose they are! Which do you prefer? Your 
cooking done in oleomargarine butter, made 
of tallow churned through chopped cows’ 
udders to make it taste like butter; your 
doughnuts fried in lard which is rendered 
by putting in a whole hog—a dozen of them 
—into an immense revolving steam vat. and, 
after a while, the lard is drawn off, still hot, 
and nothing is left in the vat except teeth 
and bristles—which do you prefer, butter and 
lard or refined cotton-seed oil? Not all lard 
and butter is bad, of course, but all of it is 
not to be trusted. Neither is this arttele 
written as a puff for cotton-seed oil or meal, 
but simply that the reader may geta hint or 
two which the consumers*of this product 
would not readily give away. They don’t 
like to have it known. Old customs are 
strong, you know. 

Says the Atlanta Constitution In a recent 
article: “ Cotton-seed oll is used as a substi- 
tute for lard in cooking. It is made iato 
what is cailed cotton butter, and in this 
shape it is rapidly supplanting lard. Two 
pieces of steak fried, one with the oil and 
one with lard, cannot be told apart. For 
bread it is a pertect substitute for lard, and 
for butter-breads it is much better. In fact, 
in the kitchen it is cleanlier, healthier, and 
better than lard, if the testimony of house- 
keepers can be taken. It is much cheaper. 
A pound of cotton butter will do the cook- 
ing of a pound and a half of lard, and costs 
— 13 cents, while lard costs from 16 to 20 
cents.’ 

All that this enthusiastic Southern paper 
has to say in favor of cotton-seedj oil may 
not be true, but, to say the least, a great 
stride has been made in a product which 
only a few years ago was almost unknown. 


A CAROLINA SCANDAL, 


Prof, White. of Traphill High-School, 
Betrays a Female Pupil, and Thereby 
Gets into Trouble.

RicnMonp, Va., Aug. 7.—Social circles at 
Traphill, in Wilkes County, N. C., have been 
excited during the past week by the most 
astounding revelations, For five or more 
years past Prof. C. W. White has been con- 
ducting at that place a remarkably flourish- 
ing high-school for boys and girls, drawing 
pupils from a number of counties, and hay- 
ing on his rolls more than 100 students. For 
twoor more years the Professor has paid 
marked attention to one of his female pupils, 
a young lady of the neighborhood, Miss 
Nannie Holbrooks. It was an open secret 
that they were engaged to be married. The 
union was to have taken place a year 
ago. but was postponed by White, 
who had betrayed the girl. 
The family, to co ver the shame 
as far as possible, insisted on her immediate 
marriage to White, but at the appointed 
time—one day last week—he was found in 
his room in a stupor from the effects of a vial 
of laudanum which he had taken. Recover- 


ing from its effects, he appointed last Tues- 
day evening at 6 o’clock for the ceremony. 
On Monday night he instigated his brother, 
William W hite, to steal a horse from William 
Cheatwood, and, mounting the animal at 1 
o’cleck Tuesday morning, he rede to States- 
ville and took an eastern train. 

Capt. Abe Bryan, an uncle of the deceived 
girl, arrived at Statesville on Wednesday, 
and immediately telegraphed in all direc- 
tions. In response to one of his messages he 
received atelegram yesterday from the police 
at High Point informing him that White 
was in egg that piace. Accompanied 
by Mr. W. M. Walker, Capt. Bryan leftfor 
High Point. William White, the Professor’s 
brother, was arrested for the theft of the 
horse, which has been recovered, and con- 
fessed to everything. 

Prof. White is a graduate of Trinity 
College, a young man of talent, who stood 
high in the church and the community here. 
He is from High Point originally. he fall 
term of his school,which was an exceedingly 
prosperous one, was to have commenced to- 
day. Several young men on their way to 
Traphill to enter it, at the beginn of the 
session, reaching Statesville, turned back on 
hearing the news of White’s atrocious con- 
duct and flight. 

Miss Holbrooks is of a highly respectable 
family and a general publie sympathy for her 
is felt here, mingled with indignation at 
White’s treachery. He will be taken back 
to Traphill to answer for his offense.

ket. They bad accumulated in this Way enor- 
mous amounts of floating stock. The present 
advance has given them their tirst opportunity 
to sell, and all the evidence goes to show that 


they have sold freely. The public has contrib- 
uted in this way a large part of the funds that 


will now be invested in c@mpleting the various 
pew railroads and extens.ons that were under- 
taken in the boom of 1880- I. It was reported 
yesterday that the Northern Pacific directory 
were in session for the purpose of declaring a 
dividend on the preferred. This wus incorrect. 
Mr. Villard gays positively that he knows notb- 
ing of any contemplated dividend on Northern 
Pacitic preferred. 

A Wail street gossip reports that Sage said it 
made very little difference whether the market 
went up or down’ ar 4 per cent, as the situation 
would pot be affected thereby while the country 
was generally in sucha tlourishing and highly 
prosperous condition and rich with crops.

summer, and that any competition or division 
of business with the nickei- plate 
road this year is out of the question. 
Insiders are said tobe buying Louisville & Nasb- 
ville. Careful operators look for an advance on 
the facts thatthe crops are assured, operating 
expenses have been reduced, and the danger 
from yeilow-fever has pussed. The great de- 
cline in the stock admits of considerable ad- 
vance. The decline on Wabasb was on an un- 
contirmed report that the earnings for the first 
week in August decreased $19,000, The strength 
of exchange and the advance in posted rates 
had an adverse effect upon the market. Kumors 
of shipments of gold were current, but proved 
to be false. The tirmness of exchange is pri- 
marily due to a scarcity of commercial bills. 
The advance in grain having checked the ex- 
port demand, shipments are large, but bilis 
against them were sold some time ago and new 
opes are offered. Morcover, bankers expecting 
a decline in rates did not buy exchange on se- 
curities recently sold tor Lo don, etc., and are 
forced to buy now that the securities bave been 
delivered here. Large bouses say that an 
advance to the guid-shipping point is im- 
probable. The present strength is unuatur- 
al for tbis time of year, and is not likely to 
continue. They expect imports of gold this fall 
early. The Freneh steamer this week brought 
80,000 francs gold. A prominent bank baving a 
large Chicago branch reports unusually heavy 
banking business in that city and bright pros- 
pects for railroad earnings. The movement of 
money to the interior is reported by some banks 
large and by some light. Some houses antici- 
pate tight money within teu days, but the gen- 
eral feeling is that lurge houses have provided 
themselves with time money to an unusual ex- 
tent, and that free interest will bring a very 
large amount of pew money into the street. 
The uncertainty in regard to future movements 
in Western Union has caused canceling ot buy- 

ing orders, and many brokers advise waiting de- 
velopments. A short interest nas been formed, 
and advance is likely to increase it. Some of 
the shrewdest traders think Western Union will 
be pat up, but they propose to seil at about 94. 
Boston sold Chicago, Buriingtou & Quincy stock 
oo the statemeut showing decreased carnings. It 
is Said that a Boston house is beavily short, and 
| is working for lower prices. Parties disap- 
pointed at tho decline threw over considerable 
long stock. The gross earnings of Union Pacitic 
for eight days ia August increused $38,634. 
During July 14,000 shares were absorbed by Bos- 
ton and New York investors, and 2,000 shares 
for fvreign accounr, 

A cable dispatch from London states that the 
Richmond & Danvilie Extension Company have 
placed $3,000,000 of their Georgia Pacitic tirst 
mortgage bonds. This turnishes all the funds 
needed to compiete the road to Birmingham. 
Ala., without any furtther calls upon the stock - 
holders. The road is now almost compieted 100 
miles west of Atianta. Ga. The Richmond & West 
Point Terminal Company owus 51 per cent of the 
Richmond & Danville Exteasion Company, and 
thereby controls the Georgia Pacilic Kailway. 
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The completion of this extension of the Ricn- 
mond & Danville system to Birmingham will be 
of immense advantage.

OIL IN ILLINOIS. 


The Striking of Petroleum at Liteh- 
Held, in Central Tllinois—Natural Gas 
Flowing and Brilliant Liluminaations 
at Night. 

The report of the discovery of oll and pe- 
troleum-gas at Litchfield, between Spring- 
field and St. Louis, caused the dispatch of a 
reporter to the scene by the Peoria Tran- 
script. The reporter writes that the discov- 
ery was first made nearly two years ago, 
when the Litchfield Coal Company, after sink- 
ing a shaft 500 feet, found salt water oozing 
through the walls in their mine, and think- 
ing that there was a salt-bed or a new stra- 
tum of coal below began to drill. Ina 
few days, to their infinit surprise, they found 
oil. Forovera year they kept the matter 
quiet, when, as secretly as possible, they 
rigged up a pump and began taking out oil. 
A very satisfactory yield continued until a 
few weeks ago, when the breaking of a cable 
and the plugging up of the hole with tools 
compelled a cessation of operations. The 
company’s secret becoming known, parties 
from Pennsylvania—L. C. and George Van 
Vieck—put in an appearance, and after sink- 
ing one well without success, sunk another 
onatractof land adjoining the coal com- 
pany’s territory, and struck oil at a depth of 
about 600 feet. This well now yields eleven 
or twelve barrels per day. Two hundred 
yards south of this they are sinking another 
well, in which they expect to reach oil on 
‘Tuesday. 

Less than 800 yards from this well, and a 
mile and a quarter from Litchfield, is the 
McWilliams well, that has caused much ex- 
citement. ‘This well is owned by citizens of 
Litchfield, and is located on the Michael 
Leary farm, a tract of about eighty acres, 
which has been leased from the owner. This 
company was organized a few months ago, 
and its capital placed at $10,000, which is 
held by fifty-four of the citizens. Four weeks 
ago, after having failed at other places, work 
was begun and proceeded until July 30, 2:30 
p. m., when the people of Litchfield, as they 
sat in their doorways or promenaded by on 
the shaded side of the streets, heard a wild 
shriek like the cry of a calliope. They 
at first thought it was the machine-shop 
whistie, sounding an alarm of fire, but 
it was not. The men at work on the 
McWilliams derrick were as much sur- 
prised as the citizens a mile away, for 
first listening to a rush as of escaping steam 
there was a roar and a prolonged shriek, and 
small pieces of stone, masses of sand, and 
quantities of water came up from the bottom 
of the well, and were thrown high as the 
top of the derrick—seventy-five feet. The 
terrible force that found its way through the 
small openings was natural gas. It poured 
Hut ot che mouth of the well as fiercely as 
flames leap from the cannon, and is still 
pouring out in powerful and steady streams 
through four different pipes that have been 
laid to different parts of the ground. The 
noise that had attracted the attention of 
Litenfield's citizens that afternoon was su 
plemented by an illumination of the South- 
ern sky the following night, and then 
began a series of evening ex- 
cursions that have since been all the 
rage. Tue McWilliams.well gave up oil on 
Tuesday afternoon, but the pump was old 
and no fair test was made until Thursday 
afternoon, when a new pump was put to 
work, and seven barrels were taken out in 
an hour. The pumps made twenty-five 
strokes a minute, and a gallon every five 
strokes was obtained. The oil is black and 
heavy, bearing a close resemblance to New 
Orleans molasses, and is ready for use the 
moment it leaves the well. It is claimed to 
be far superior to the lubricating oil found 
in Pennsylvania, one gallon of the Litchtield 
—— being rated as worth three of the 
other. 

It is the gas that attracts the most atten- 
tion at the McWilliams well. It issues from 
the fine white sand, immediately beneath the 
fresh and pure water deposits. It is given a 
vent through the space made by 
sinking 4\-inch castings or pipes in- 
side the 5%-inch castings. A cap 
is placed upon the castings, and two 
and three inch pipes are run from & to carry 
away the gas. ‘These are the pipes that fur- 
nish the nightly illumination that has given 
a stream so dear to the hearts of the young 
and old folks of Litchfield: After passing 
ret fs the sand spoken of, the compan 
drilled through six feet of what is, calle 
shell—hard rock and earth—and through six 
feet of slate, a heavy, moist, bluish clay; 
then they reached the oil, and found the oil 
right in the top of it. If they had not con- 
fined the gas by sinking the small casings the 
gas would force the air up to the surface and 
the well would become a flowing one. As it 
is at present the gas is perfectly useless, ex- 
cept torun asmall teh-horse power engine 
near the mill, and furnish attractions for the 
citizens after dark. It is allowed to escape 
during the day and to burn at its will during 
the night. 

The spot is visited nightly by hundreds 
bent on seeing the wonderful display of gas, 
which, when ighted and turned on at full 
force, blazes up like an enormous conflagra- 
tion, giving a deathly hue to the already un- 
attractive region around. The rush of 
is terrific. A movement is on foot to organ- 
ize a gas company and lay pipes through the 
streets of Litchfield, whereby gas for iliu- 
minating,cooking, and hea urposes may 
be supplied to the town, as at Bradford, Pa. 
The belief prevails that there is plenty of 
soda and very little sulphurin it, making it 
all the more valuable. After passing it 
through a receiver in which the soda will be 
removed from it nothing remains to be done 
but to convey it through pipes to the con- 
sumer. 

The steady stream of oll that comes from 
the McWilliams well is of the finest quality 
of lubricating oil. The expenses of keeping 
the well in operation are so small that even

Two of the vessels 
reported as chartered were in reality engaged 
two or three days ago, and they receive figures 
considerably in excess of yesterday’s rates. The 
rate on wheat to Buffalo was but a fraction of 
a cent better than that paid for corn, 
shippers having everything their own 
way and paying just such price 
for carrying as they saw fit.

Nebraska.

LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 11.—The prospects 
are still very encouraging for corn and other 
growing grain, and there is no reason to re- 
tract the statement recently telegraphed to 
Tae Tuner from here that corn in Ne- 
braska this year would reach the enormous 
yield of 100,000,000 bushels. This would be 
about fifty bushels per acre, and good judges 
say that the average cannot possibly be less. 
A leading local paper makes denial of this 
at some length, and says editorially that, 
conditions being favorable from rain 
now on, the crop will yield an aver- 
age of »seventy-five bushels per acre. 
Wnatever may be the condition of weather 
now on, Nebraska undoubtedly has the best 
corn this year of any other State—a fact 
which is acknowledged by the recent report 
of the National Bureau of Agriculture. 
Nothing but heavy frost can now cut short 
acrop which otherwise will be enormous, 
and three weeks from how all but very late 
corn will be out of danger. The crop is 
about two weeks late, but is picking up rap- 
idly. The nights are a little too cool, but 
the days are warm, and the ground 
is in splendid condition. All reports 
received lately are of the most 
encouraging nature. Along the main line of 
the burlington & Missouri and its branches 
flattering advices are at hand. Corn is said 
to be fairly on the jump, and the ears are 
maturing rapidly. In the northern part of 
the State the same favorable condition of the 
corn crop is reported. Union Pacific officials 
are enthusiastic in speaking of the condition 
of corn along the main line and branches of 
that road, and tully as glowing re- 
ports come from along the line of 
the Sioux City St. Paul, which 
makes its way through some of the best 
corn country in the State. The Missouri 
Pacific Railroad, which runs through the 
older counties, such as Sarpy, Otoe, Nemaha, 
Johnson, and Richardson, will have all it 
can do to market the enormous corn crop 
which will be raised along its line.

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
LANSING, Mich., Aug. 11.—The Secretary 

of State has received crop reports from 920 

correspondents, representing 696 townships; 

573 of these returns are from 403 townships 


in the southern four tiers of counties. On 


the Ist day of August the wheat crop of 
Michigan promised an aggregate yield of 
$2,000,000 bushels, which is an average of 
eighteen and two-thirds bushels per acre of 
the acreage reported by the Supervisors in 
May. ‘This it is estimated would have been 
the product had the entire crop been se- 
cured on that day. On the 3ist day of July 
there began a rain which-for extent, dura- 
tion, steadiness, and accompanying high tem- 
perature has probably never before been 
known in Michigan during the wheat-har- 
vest period. From that date to and including 
the Sth of August it rained every day, and 
here at Lansing on several days almost in- 
cessantly. The temperature during this 
time, as shown by observations at the office 
of the State Board of Health, was not below

degrees. The humidity of the air ranged 
from 60 to % per cent of saturation 
there being over seven grains ot vapor o 
water in each cubic foot of air. pe | 
the damage to the wheat crop very ful 
statements were received from correspond-

From his 
observations he claims that there will not be 
alarge crop imthe Northwest. is state- 
ments are given for what they are worth. 
On the other hand, a Crookston correspond- 
ent says: 1 have made an extended trip 
among the farmers of Marshall and Kittson 
Counties, in the river valley: The outlook is 
most encouraging. The weather has been 
and continues most favorable for crops. 
in the neighborhood of Warren, the 
wheat-producing centre of Marshali County, 
the wheat promise is unusual. The yield is 
estimated at twenty-five to thirty bushels per 
acre. On Donaldson & Ryan’s farm, 3,000 
acres, near Kennedy, the estimate is twenty- 
five bushels per acre, and the small farmers 
have the same figures.

Henderson County, Kentucky, Suaffers 
from Too Much Rain. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 11.—A Cowurter- 
Journal correspondent in Henderson County 
telegraphs: *“* This county has harvested the 
largest wheat crop it has ever known. Much 
of it was thrashed early, and sold for $1 per 
bushel. A great deal, however, is not yet 
thrashed, and in many instances has been 
greatly injured by wet weather. In many 
places it is sprouting in the stacks. Buyers 
are now paying 90 cents for a good article. 
The tobacco crop, which has been poor all 
the season; has now suffered very serious in- 
jury from the heavy rains of the past two 
weeks. I hear of one man who had twenty 
acres of that land, and, though the crop was 
promising, he now has but three acres left. 
‘The rest is ruined. White barley is suffer- 
ing more than any other variety. The corn 
crop is good, but there is little or no old corn 
in this county, and farwers think prices must 
continue good, even with a good crop.”’

The Markets Generally Weak and 
a Trifle Easier. 
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* 
A Break in St. Louis Is Followed by 
a Depression Here. 
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Country Operators Disgusted with Re- 
pudiation on the Board, 


Weakness was the order of the day in prod- 
uce circles yesterday. A change in the 
weather from very unusually cold to moder- 
ately warm for once had the effect which it 


was generally expected would result from 


the change in temperature. The grain mar- 
kets weakened badly, and provisions had to 
follow suit. For once in a lifetime it seemed 
as if Chicago took its inspiration from St. 
Louis. That market was reported very 
much lower at the outset than any prices 
that were touched during the day. Cash oats 
were quoted down to 37% cents 
there, and cash red winter to 96 
cents, Under those circumstances 
a decline here was natural. It was most 
sharply felt in oats, which tumbled from 48 
cents early to 40 cents, being a decline of not 
far from 5 per cent. Wheat declined a little 
over one cent, and corn about a cent, the lat- 
ter reacting half way ere the close. Provis- 
ions closed about 10 cents lower on pork and 
meats, and a little lower on lard. 

| The markets were very steady after about 
12 o’clock. It was a steadiness result- 
ing from the absence of trading. 
There were outside orders for 
corn, which seemed to be chiefly 
from the country to buy seller the year. The 
senders of those orders evidently thought 

new crop didn’t show up so well on fine 
Weather as to justify them in selling, though 
the general sentiment of the trade here was 
that the short receipts now will soon be-fol- 
lowed by a big amount of old corn from first 
hands, the theory being that the assurance of 
agoud yield on the new crop will make 
farmers anxious to aispose of 
ALL THEIR REMAINING SURPLUS, 

which, though small in the hands of indi- 
viduals, would make a large aggregate df 
suddenly massed and thrown upon the orin- 
cipal markets. The quantity of wheat was 
very small, only eighty-five car-loads bei 
received here yesterday, both winter 
spring; but it seemed to be about equal to 
the wants of buyers, The export demand, 
which was very much less the previous day, 
was scarcely visible at all yesterday. If any 
export orders were held, they were appar- 
ently limited below the market, for, in the 
language of one of the freight men, for- 
eign freight room went begging, and nobody 
seemed willing to take it at any price.“ Some 
of the theorizers thought, as was intimated 
ae mene the tness of outside 

usiness is in large measure due to the un- 
certainty which people away from the city, 
as well as here, entertain in regard to the 
views of the board on the validity of con- 
tracts. One letter shown on the board yes- 
terday read substantially as follows: 

When I bave sent in orders for you to trade 
for me I bave expected to take in the protit if 
my Judgment proved to be rigut, and was will- 
ing to stand the loss if the event proved my 
judgment to be wrong. If I am vot sure of be- 
ing able to pocket the profit when I make it, 
while pretty sure of having to stand the loss in 
case that should come, I don't feel like trading 
avy more. I sbali cot send you any more orders 
until you folks change your minds on the sub- 
ject or I change mine. 

Two or three others spoke of having re- 
ceived communications of a similar tenor. 

THE WHEAT LONGS 

were suspected of trying to unload yester- 
day, and, finding that they could not sell 
much, MeGeogh turned round and bought a 
few hundred thousand bushels for Septem- 
ber. This was about all the life there was 
in the wheat deal. Cash spring wheat was 
offered freely at lower prices. 

Some of George A. Wheeler’s creditors, 
having become satisfied that his statement 
of assets and liabMitiles was correct, are will- 
ing to accept his offer of 25 cents, but it is 
doubtful if he can pay that much now, some 
detiiciences in the hands of third parties 
which he had counted on having been at- 
tached by creditors, who will thus have their 
claims paid in full. So a settlement is not 
probable for some time. 

It is said that Peoria parties were the prin- 
cipal buyers of oats yesterday. They took 
in a rather large line, and one supposed to be 
running a deal in New York to the extent of 
some 10,000,000 bushels for this month. The 
opinion in regard to the character of their 
transaction here was considerably mixed, 
but there is no doubt that they were buying 
yesterday, though it may have been simply 
to fill shorts put out at higher figures.

GUATEMALA. 


Trevino, Mexican Consul at Browns- 
ville. Gives His Opinion of Barrios 
and His Mission. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 11.—Sefior M. Tre- 
vino, Consul for the Mexican Government rt 
Browsville, Tex., spent a part of yesterday 
and today in this city. He is en route from 
New York to New Orleans. Speaking of 
Gen. Barrios, he said there is no doubt 
about the boundary line between Guatemala 
and Mexico, and he believed an understand- 
ing would be easily reached. When asked 
in regard to the character of Barrios, Seilor 
Trevino said: “I have heard a great many 
stories about Barrios being a villain and 
a tyrant, but have never heard anything 
to that effect in my own country. 
The Liberals put Barrios in power, and 
as a matter of course he was expected to ex- 
ercise the Liberal policy, but in this he has 
failed. He does not represent his party, and, 
in fact, he does not represent any one but 
himself. The Minister of Guatemala at 
Washington resigned a shurt time since on 
account of the stubbornness of Barrios. He 
has lost popularity among his own support- 
ers for not carrying out their principles, and 
l am told that he has become very unpopu- 
lar all over his country.” 

Speaking of revolutions Sefior Trevino 
said: Until recently any person who could 
secure a sufficient following found it a com- 
paratively easy matter to march through a 
country and proclaim himself ruler. This 
practice, however, has now ceased, and the 
suppression of the evil is due to the recent 
extensive coustruction of railroadsin that 
country. The iron horse has found its way 
through barren and undeveloped lands o a 
remarkable extent, and the facilities now 
otfered the Government in that direction pre- 
vents the successful carrying out of a vro- 
nunciamento.“ Sefior Trevino is the pro- 
prietor of two papers published in Matamoras 
—viz.: La Revista del Norte and Ei Cronista. 
He isalso a brother of Gen. Gracios Tre 
vino, the distinguished Mexican Senator, and 
a cousin of Gen. Corona Trevino, who mar- 
ried a daughter of Gen. Ord. His children 
are being educated at Bardstown, Ky. He 
a the yellow- fever reports are exagger- 
ated.

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THE IRISH CONSTABULARY. 


Who Are Now

The Hibernian Police 
Starting a “Rebeilion»’

The strike of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
for increased pay. and quicker promotion 
threatens to become a serious matter, de- 
spite the official outgivings that it is of no 
consequence. The Royal Irish Constabulary 
is an unique institution—the only police 
in Europe who can boast of being, in the 
strict sense of the term, trained to perform 
their duties, and reeruited from a class that 
raises them somewhat above the ordinary 
police level. In Ireland the parish consta- 
bles disappeared in the reign of George III., 
and were replaced by constables appointed 
by the Justices, sixteen being appointed 
for each Barony, and Protestantism being a 
necessary qualification. In the time of William 
IV. these were in turn swept away, and the 
Irish constabulary force as at present con- 
siituted was raised. By this act the inde 
pendent appointment of constables by Coun- 
ty Justices was put an end to, and all candi- 
dates were appointed through provincial 
depots. With the difference that the pro- 
vincial depots were soon afterwards concen- 
trated in one central depot in Dublin, that 
regulation remains in force up to the present 
time. 

The rank and file of the constabulary con- 
sist, for the most part, of farmers’ sons, who 
have received a fairly good share of national 
school education, and must be of irreproach- 
able and carefully-scrutinized moral charac- 
ter before they are permitted to enter the 
force. It may be four, five, and even six 
months from the time of his joining the 
depot before the recruit is posted to a sta- 
tion, generally in the country, and invariably 
out of his native county. The minimum of 
men at an ordinary county station is five, 
comprising generaily four sub-constables, or 
constable or ser- 
geant. The average sub-constable, when 
his duties restrict him to rural life, is a 
fairly good sort of fellow: looked = to by 
the peasantry, and usually allu to by 
them in conversation as Mister So-and-So.”’ 
If good-looking, he indulges in a little bill- 
ing and 3 with the country damselis, 
and takes a pride in the neat set of bis in- 
visible green” tunic and the polish of his 
baton (truncheon) case when on patrol.
